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MR. CONKLING’S GRIEVANCE

HE PROTESTS AGAINST JUDGE 
ROBERTSON’S CONFIRMATION. 

4 LONG SESSION OF THE REPUBLICAN CAU- 
CUS—-MR. CONELING SPEAKS FOR OVER 
TWO HOURS AGAINST THE ROBERTSON 
NOMINATION—THE PRESIDENT CHARGED 
WITH ACTING IN BAD FAITH. 

Wasuineton, May 9.—The Republican 
caucus was convened about 1 o’clock this after- 

noon, and continued in session until nearly 6 

this evening, without reaching any conclusion. 

Senators are unusually reticent about the pro- 

ceedings, complaint having been made that 

the discussions and actions of former caucuses 

‘were given with considerable detail to the 


newspapers. The proceedings to-day were 
opened with a discussion as to whether the con- 


test over the election of officers of the Senate 
Bhould be continued, the evident purpose of 
introducing this subject being tc postpone the 
consideration of the real question for which 
the caucus was convened. On the one hand it 
was contended that the contest should be con- 
tinued, because to abandon it would be an 
admission that the Republicans were wrong in 
beginning it, and on the other hand it was 
urged that the contest should not be renewed, 
but be permitted to drop, for the reason that 
it could not succeed and that its continuance 
would simply prolong the session and bring 
deserved ridicule upon the Republicans. 

After some time spent in discussing this 
question, Mr. Burnside offered a resolution to 
the effect that the resolution passed at a pre- 
vious meeting in reference to the consideration 
of contested nominations be reconsidered. Mr. 
Burnside supported his resolution in a speech 
which clearly showed that he is on the side of 
the President in the contestover the Robertson 
nomination. Senator Logan made a speech 
against Senator Burnside’s resolution, and was 
followed by several other Senators for and 
against it. This discussion is said to have been 


pointed and personal, the action of the President 
in making and withdrawing certain nomina- 
tions being sharply criticised by some speakers 
and defended by others. 

Finally, Mr. Conkling took the floor and 
spoke for two and one-half hours. This was 
really the only speech of the day, Those who 
preceded him carried on the discussion ina 
colloquial manner, the speakers in many cases 
not rising from their seats. Mr. Conkling be- 
gan by proclaiming his fealty to the Re- 
publican Party, and said the published 
reports that he proposed to do any 
act that would in the slightest degree 
injure that party were too absurd to be seri- 
ously considered. He spoke of the danger of 
permitting the Executive to influence the Sen- 
ate, either in the choice of its officers or in its 
action on nominations, and referred to the let- 
ter said to have been written by the President 
to Senator Dawes in reference to Mr. Gorham’s 
candidature for the Secretaryship of the 
Senate, which he spoke of as an imperti- 
nence. Mr. Conkling then proceeded to speak 
of Judge Robertson’s nomination. He said 
that personally Judge Robertson was distate- 
ful to him, but he did not ask the Senate to 
ronsider his personal feelings toward Judge 
Robertson in passing upon his nomination. 
Mr. Conkling next argued at considerable 
length why the nomination should not have 
been made, and why, having been made, it 
should not receive the approval of the Senate. 
He entered extensively into the subject of 
New-York State politics and Judge Robert- 
son’s connection with them—particularly at 
the Chicago Convention—and he also gavea 
detailed recital of his conferences and 
understandings with the President in regard 
to New-York nominations at various times 
antecedent to the nomination of Robertson, 
from al] of which circumstances he argued 
fhat he and the party whom he and his col- 
league represented in New-York had been 
dealt with in bad faith and treated most inju- 
riously. It is also reported that Mr. Conkling, 
in narrating what occurred at Chicago, in- 
formed thecaucus that Judge Robertson, among 
other exhibitions of personal hostility then 
made by him, went so far as to declare that he 
would not support Gen. Arthur if nominated 
for Vice-President. This part of his speech is 
said to have been very severe on the President 
as well as on Judge Robertson. When Mr. 
Conkling had concluded, the caucus adjourned 
to meetagain to-morrow afternoon. 

lt seems to be generally understood that a 
ronclusion as to what will be done with con- 
tested nominations at the present session will 
be reached at the meeting to-morrow, or at all 
events that the caucus will be continued from 
day to day until the questions in controversy 
ere disposed of. The Administration Senators 
pay that the nomination of Robertson must be 
brought to a vcte in the Senate, and believing 
that the pending difficulty can be only re- 
moved by action on that nomination, they 
are determined to force a decision in that 
manner. It is probable, therefore, that at the 
meeting to-morrow a -resolution will be pre- 
sented from the Administration side, declaring 
in effect that the nomination of Robertson 
should be reported at an early day by the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, where it is now lodged, 
In order that the Senate may have an oppor- 
tunity to pass uponit. And there are indica- 
tions that such a resolution will be adopted. 

A few weeks ago there were many Demo- 
tratic Senators who were disposed to assist 
Mr. Conkling in his fight against the Robert- 
son nomination, but there has been a manifest 
change lately, and itis now certain that Mr. 
Conkling will not receive much support from 
the Democratic side. The position of most of 
the Democratic Senators is explained by Mr. 
Voorhees in the Star of to-day. In describing 
his own feelings, as between. Mr. Conkling and 
the President, on the Robertson case, Mr. 
Voorhees says: ; 

“This is not a personal matter with me at all. I 
am on ‘good terms with Mr. Conkling and with 
every member of the Administration. So faras 
personal considerations are concerned I would 
yladly oblige them all, for it is always more agree- 

ble to me to do pleasant than unpleasant things. 
But I cannot place the discharge of my duties as a 
Senator on such grounds. I am not called on 
so take part in quarrels between the leaders 
of the Republican Party. The President has the 
right under the Constitution to select such persons 
as he sees fit for the pnblic offices and send their 
names to the Senate. If in doing so factions arise 
in his own party, that is not my affair. Iam not 
an arbiter of Republican differences. They must 
settle among themselves. I can only look 
to the person nominated to the Senate. 
If he fills the Jeffersonian requirements, on what 
grounds can I vote to reject him? If he is capable 
snd honest, his record is good with me. That is 
the old-fashioned test, and it is the trueone. We 
hear much about Senatorial courtesy in connection 
with appointments and confirmations. That is all 
well enough in proper bounds. I try to be ascourte- 
ous as any other Senator, and as faras my duty will 
permit. I gladiy oblige my associates, but, like 
many other good qualities, courtesy may be invoked 
out of place. The New-York Cystom-house is as 
national in its proper functions as one of the de- 

ments of the Government. and the Collector of 
toms at New-York is as much a national official 
gs a member of the Cabinet. A great com- 
mercial port, collecting revenue from seven- 
tenths, perhaps, of all the commerce of the 
American people, cannot be regarded as 2a 
mere appendage to the local politics of a single 
State. e appointment of the Collector of such a 
rt cannot be claimed asa local perquisite fora 
Eenator or member of Congress, like the ap- 
pointment of a Postmaster. The people of 
Ohio Indiana, and _ other great Western 
States are as much interested in the 
administration of the legitimate business of the 
New-York Custom-house as the people of New- 
York themselves, While I regret that the appoint- 
ment of Judge Robertson is not acceptable to the 
Senators from New-York, yet, believing him a 
capable and an honest man, and recognizing the 
right of the President to make the selection, I feel 

it my duty to vote for his confirmation.”

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasninctTon, May 9, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
d4emption to-day amounted to $209,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $1,143,988 64, and from Customs, $628,- 
43 24. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee this morn- 
ing voted to report adversely on the nomina- 


tion of Stanley Matthews as Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court. The nomination was 
accordingly to the Senate in the ex- 


ecutive session afternoon. It is under- 


stood that the vote in committee on this nom- 
ination was as follows: In favor of confirma- 
tion—Mr. Lamar; against confirmation— 
Messrs. Edmunds, Logan, Ingalls, McMillan, 
Davis of illinois, Bayard; absent, Messrs. 
Conkling and Garland. 

The Controller of the Currency has called 
for reports from the national banks showing 


their condition at the close of business on Fri- 
day, May 6. 


The President to-day sent a Message to the 
Senate withdrawing the nomination of W. A. 
M. Grier, of Pennsylvania, to be Third Assist- 


ant Postmaster-General, Mr. Grier having de- 
clined the position. 


The Senate, in executive session, to-day con- 
firmed the following Postmasters: Henry Da- 
vis at Bedford, Ind.; Benjamin W. Sholtz, De- 


catur, Ind.; George Z. Wood, Mitchell, Ind. ; 
Isaac T. Brown, Columbus, Ind. 

It has been rumored for the past two days 
that Sixth Auditor McGrew, Deputy Sixth 
Auditor Lilley, and Judge Crowell, of the 
Sixth Auditor’s office at the Post Office De- 
partment, had been requested to tender their 
resignations. Secretary Windom, in reply to 
a question on the subject this afternoon, said 
that the rumor was without foundation, and 
that no such request had been made of the gen- 
tlemen named. He said further that the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the charges of 
irregularity made against the Sixth Auditor’s 
office was still engaged on the work. 

The 6 per cent. bonds received at the Treas- 
ury Department to-day for continuance at 31¢ 


per cent. amounted to $10,366,150. Theamount 
received and counted up to the close of business 
to-day was $112,551,850. There are still about 
350 packages of bonds in the department which 
have not been counted, and upward of 15,000,000 
in the Treasurer’s office which are not included 
in the above receipts. These bonds, exclusive 
of those which may be presented for contin- 
uance by European holders, it is estimated will 
swell the aggregate amount to at least 140,000,- 
000, leaving about 50,000,000 of the 6 per cents 
to be redeemed. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
to-day authorized Senator Burnside to report 


back to the Senate, with a recommendation 
that it be adopted without amendment, the 
following resolution, recently introduced by 
Senator Morgan, and also introduced in the 
last Congress by Senator Eaton: ‘‘ That the in- 
terests of the people of the United States of 
America and the welfare and security of their 
Government are so involved in the subject of 
the construction of ship cana]s and other ways 
for the transportation of sea-going vessels 
across the isthmus connecting North and South 
America that the Government of the United 
States, with the frankness which is due to all 
other peoples and Governments, hereby asserts 
that it,will insist that its consent is a necessary 
condition precedent to the execution of sucha 
project, and also as to the rules and regulations 
under which other nations shall participate in 
the use of such canals or other ways, either in 
peace or war.” 

The Census office has issued a preliminary 
exhibit of the statistics of the daily press dur- 
ing the census year, from which the following 
figures are obtained: The number of daily 
journals in the country during the census year 
is placed at 962, which includes 80 dailies which 
were suspended and 114 which were established 
in the course of that year. The aggregate 
daily circulation is placed at 3,581,187, and the 
annual circuiation at 1,127,337,355. With a 
daily circulation of 3,581,187, at an average 
price per annum of $7 33, it appears that the 
people pay annually $26,250,100 for their 
daily newspapers. New-York State takes the 
lead in publishing the largest number of dai- 
lies—115; Pennsylvania is next with 98; Illi- 
nois, 73; Ohio and California, each 54; Mis- 
souri, 42; Indiana, 40; Massachusetts, 35; 
Michigan, 33; Iowa and Texas, 32 each; New- 
Jersey, 27; Virginia and Wisconsin, 21 each; 
Colorado, 20; Kansas, 19; Connecticut, 17; 
Georgia, 16; Maryland, Nevada, and Nebras- 
ka, 14 each; North Carolina, 13; Tennessee, 12; 
Kentucky, Louisiana, and Maine, 11 each; 
Minnesota, 10; Arkansas and Oregon, 7 each; 
Alabama and Rhode Island, 6 each; Delaware, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, and Vermont, 5 
each; Florida and West Virginia, 3 each, and 
41 in the Territcuries and the District of Col- 
umbia. :

A dispatch from Constantinople says: ‘‘ It 
is now evident that the main obiect of the in- 
quiry at the Palace into the death of the Sul- 
tan Abdul Aziz was to prevent any future 
combination of the men who deposed 
Abdul Aziz, and not to establish the truth 
regarding the manner of his death. Numer- 
ous arrests among the military have been 
made. The battalion which assisted to depose 
Abdul Aziz has been broken up and the officers 
sent to distant ports. It is believed that 
there will be no public trial of the accused, but 
that they will be quietly exiled. It is reported 
that Mahmoud Damad Pasha has already been 
sent away on a man-of-war which left the Bos- 
phorus under secret orders.” 

BuENos AYRES, May 8.—Congress opened 
to-day. Gen. Roca, President of the Confed- 
eration, in his speech strongly emphasized the 
determination of the Government to maintain 
peace at all costs, and develop the resources of 
the Republic. 

Kierr, May 9.—Jews in Podolia have been 
maltreated, and troops have been sent for their 
protection. : 

Paris, May 9.—Letters from Algiers state 
that the remnant of Col. Flatters’s Sahara 
expedition were finally driven to take refuge 
in a cave, where they were starving and re- 
sorted to cannibalism.

SOME STAR ROUTE METHODS

HOW PETITIONS WERE OBTAINED 
FOR INCREASED SERVICE. 

EX-SENATOR DORSEY SUED BY A MAN EM- 
PLOYED TO CREATE AN INTEREST 
AMONG THE PEOPLE — DISCLOSURE 
THROUGH LETTERS ALLEGED TO HAVE 
BEEN WRITTEN BY DORSEY HIMSELF. 

Denver, Col., May 8.—The Tribune says 
it was discovered yesterday that proceedings 
have been begun in the District Court of Ar- 
apahoe County against ex-Senator Dorsey for 
money alleged to have been, promised the 
plaintiff for services rendered in procuring a 
petition, creating an interest among the peo- 
ple, &c., in order to increase the mail facilities 
in certain portions of Oregon. The bringing 
of the suit here came about as follows: Some 
months ago a legal firm here received from 
an attorney at Portland, Oregon, a claim 
for collection against ex-Senator Dorsey. The 
claimant is a well-known politician of Port- 
land, whose name the TZribune does not 
state. The latter had a number of letters 
written by Dorsey promising him so much per 
day for his services, and giving minute direc- 
tions kow to proceed to get petitions, mail con- 
tracts, &c. These letters, with the claim, 
were placed in the hands of Denver attorneys, 
and last Winter, when Dorsey came to Denver 
to look after mining interests, he was visited 
by one of the attorneys, and the bundle of let- 
ters alleged to have been written by him were 
shown to him insupportof the claim. Dorsey 
pronounced the claim fraudulent, and_de- 
nounced the claimant as a black-inailer. Pro- 
ceedings were immediately begun in the Dis- 
trict Court, and Dorsey instructed his counsel 
to enter a demurrer on the ground that these 
contracts were illegal.

o. One letter is dated Washington, April 
re) 1879, and tells the recipient that the writer 
wants him to go to ae 9 City and procure 
all the petitions possible for an increase of 
mail service from Eugene City to Bridge 
Creek, for daily instead of weekly service, and 
also to have the time made faster. The letter 
thus continues: ‘‘I want 10 or a dozen on this 
route. Also get the people to write to the 
Postmaster-General and to thejr Senators. 
We want prominent Democrats to write to 
Siater and Grover, urging them tosee that the 
increase is made.” The correspondent is further 
directed to get 1U or 12 different petitions 
on each route, to have a large number of let- 
ters written to the Postmaster-General and 
Senators, and be sure that all ask for daily 
and fast time; to get the State officials and the 
Chamber of Commerce at Portland also to 
write. The letter adds: ‘I will pay your ex- 
penses while you are gone and $5 pr day. ff 
you have not the means I will telegraph you 
sufficient.”’ 

The second letter was written four days 
later. It states that contracts for each road 
on the route from Bridge Creek to Eugene City 
had been obtained for one trip a week, and 
says: ‘‘If the schedule time is changed new 
contracts will have to be made,’’ and continues: 
‘*Tt is the best we can do (and there must 
be a guaranteed bond for the fulfillment of the 
contract,) being $7,000 per. annum for three 
trips weekly; time, 100 hours, which is slow 
walking time.” The writer further says: 
‘‘Make the contract thus: Three trips weekly, 
$7,500. per annum; six trips weekly, $14,000; 
seven trips, $16,500; the contract to run until 
July 1, 1882, and not to be filed in Washing- 
ton.” He says further: ‘‘We must have a 
new contract for the route from Looking- 

lass to Cogville. Make the contract for the 
atter route as follows: For three trips, $2,500, 
(you may go to $3,000;) for six trips, $5,500; 
for seven trips, $6,200—no contract to 
be binding upon us, but upon them, 
until approve by Mr. Riddell, the 
agent here. Mr. Fink. has _ filed his 
contract. I did not want it filed. I will pay 
him monthly if he wishes it, but I do not want 
my contracts on file here.’? The letter closes 
by exhorting the correspondent to send _peti- 
tions, &c., by the car-load to himself, Slater, 
and Assistant Postmaster-General Brady. An- 
other letter concerning the same suit, and re- 
lating to a Washington Territory contract, 
is also published. These letters will be pro- 
duced in court as evidence to support the 
claims.

THE STAR ROUTE PRISONERS. 
COMMISSIONER SMITH HOLDS THEM FOR 
TRIAL IN $5,000 EACH. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—United States 
Commissioner Aubrey H. Smith gave his de- 
cision to-day in the cases of Joseph R. Black, 
William R. Cason, Joseph Funk, and Joseph 
Blackman, charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the United States by the execution of fraudu- 
lent bonds to secure mail contracts, and held 
the defendants in 35,000 bail each to appear at 
the next term of the United States District 
Court. In giving his decision, Commissioner 
Smith was very severe. He said: 


“The parties before me are charged with con- 
splresy. to defraud the United States by the execu- 
tion of fraudulentbonds. Suits have been brought 
upon these bonds, and judgment obtained on all of 
them, and the executions against the parties re- 
turned nulla bona. On the bond of Joseph Funk, 
for instance, Henry Arbuckle alleges that his 
property is situated in the city of Philadelphia. 
W. R. Cason states, in addition, that he has 
property in Atlantic County, N. J. If it had been 
the intention of these parties to make their state- 
ments with reference to property so obscure that 
the truth or falsity of such statements could not be 
ascertained—if their intention had been to embar- 
rass the Government in the enforcement of the 
exeeutions—they could not have contrived a more 
carefully devised plan for the purpose. It is by no: 
means a new practice, but an old one. When I first 
became familiar with bonds given to secure duties 
of the United States in the Internal Revenue De- 
partment, a great many such bonds came un- 
der my notice in which the location of the 
property was so indefinite that it was impossible 
for the officers of the Government to ascertain 
where it could be found, in consequence of which 
many prosecutions failed, many suits became 
abortive, and the executions were returned nila 
bona. Atasomewhat later period the inconveni- 
ence arising from that state of things became so 
great that the Internal Revenue Department 
changed its rules with reference to the justification 
of sureties of that kind, and subsequently sureties 
were obliged to state more specifically the location 
of their property. If the Deputy Postmaster who 
undertoek to pass these bonds, instead of affixing 
his signature to facts of which he had no knowl- 
edge, had made it his duty to make the examina- 
tion which the Governmert required of him, instead 
of obliging a personal friend, it is very probable 
there would have been no reason to institute this 
prosecution, as the Government would have ob- 
tained the money which it was entitied to on these 
bonds from the property of the sureties. It has 
been objected here that there is no evidence that 
the Government has» lost anything by the 
failure of these parties to erform the 
conditions of their bonds. The Govern- 
ment has obtained judgment against them and 
the executions have en returned nulla bona, 
Nothing can be made out of that. These persons 
are allin humble stations in life, with no apparent 
means, and the Government is likely to lose all 
that has been secured to it by these bonds. It is 
alleged, in addition, that these sureties were not 
able to meet the bonds at the time of the execution 
of them. As a committing magistrate, I am 
not trying the case, but merely endeavor- 
ing to find whether there is a case to 
put the parties on their defense on the charge 
made against them. I think it is manifest, upon 
the evidence before me, that all these parties, in- 
cluding Mr. Black, who seems to be the principal 
in the whole transaction, and the man most pecu- 
niarily responsible of all of them, are equall 
chargeable with the offense set forth in the affi- 
davit, and I shall hold them each in $5,000 bail for 
their appearance at the next term of the District 
Court of the United States.” 


Henry C. Arbuckle, the other defendant in 
these cases, surrendered himself to the Marshal 
after the hearing, and was held, like the 
others, in $5,000 bail, which was promptly 
furnished for all of the prisoners. 


SARATOGA COUNTY'S ILLEGAL BONDS. 

Troy, N. Y., May 9.—The case of the Board 
of Supervisors of Saratoga County against Fred- 
erick T. Powell and others, holders of notes made 
by Henry A. Mann, County Treasurer, amounting 
to $188,861, with interest from February, 1875, and 
which was submitted to Judge Tappen, of Pots- 
dam, in January, 1880, has been finally decided sub- 
stantially in favor of the County of Saratoga. It 
was. claimed on the part of the county that the 


actual valid indebtedness of the county was $20,800, 
falling due Feb. 15, 1875, and: Phe Judge so decides. 
He therefore holds that allonotes given in excess of 
this amount are and invalid. Mann, as

A PHILADELPRIA TAX BILL GIVING OPPOR- 
TUNITY FOR MUCH VIOLENT TALE. 

HARRISBURG, May 9.—The Monday night 
meetings ofthe House nearly all this session have 
been characterized by scenes of turbulence and 
confusion, and the gathering of to-night was 
not an exception to this rule. The friends 
of bill No. 630, otherwise known as the 
Delinquent Tax bill, which provides for the 
consolidation of the offices of Receiver of Taxes 
and Collector of Delinquent Taxes for the city 
of Philadelphia, have sought on every occasion 
which presented itself to give that measure prece- 
dence over other pending legislation, and have 
uniformly failed in their efforts. These at- 
tempts have caused much of the  turbu- 
lence and confusion which of late marred 
the sessions of the House, especially on Monday 
The enemies of that bill have not been 
slow to avail themselves of every means known 


to parliamentary warfare to delay its consid- 
eration. Their failing store of ammunition was 
amply replenished by the meeting of reformers and 
tax-payers in Philadelphia on Saturday night, held 
under the auspices of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred. Inthe course of that meeting some of the 
speakers reflected severely on the Legislature, and 
the motives of members who oppose the bill were 
impugned, and the course of these members con- 
demned in unmeasured terms. This gave the 
members assailed an exceilent opportunity and ex- 
cuse for consuming time in personal explanations. 

Immediately upon assembling, the assailed mem- 
bers one by one arose to a question of privilege, 
and, after repelling as unjust and untrue the asser- 
tions, insinuations, and innuendoes of the speakers 
at the meeting of Saturday night, defined 
their position and flung defiance at their 
detractors. The member from the Eighth 
District of Philadelphia, Mr. Low, who 
none at the meeting. and gave utterance to some 
ill-timed and injudicious reflections on some 
of his fellow-members. was handled with- 
out gloves tonight by those who felt 
aggrieved. The discussion was opened by 
Representative Rice, of Philadelphia. who 
was followed by Messrs. Edwards end Hazlett, the 
former from Schuylkill and the latter from Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Myers, of Venango, also defended 
himself from what he declared were the un- 
just aspersions of the _ so-called reformers, 
and censured Representative Wolfe, who 
was a speaker at the meeting, because 
he sat silent under the unjust utterances against 
members of the Legislature. Mr. Wolfe disclaimed 
having reflected on any fellow-member in his re- 
marks, and said if he had been inclined to act as 
champion of the Legislature ne questioned his abil- 
ity properly to perform the task. At this point 
Mr. Faunce, of Philadelphia, moved to suspend the 
rules for the purpose of offering a resolution fixing 
a special session at 9:30 A. M. on Tuesday for the 
consideration of bill No. 630 0n second reading, and 
a like session at the same hour on Wednesday 
morning for the consideration of the biil on 
third reading and final passage. This resolution 
was withdrawn as soon as read for the purpose 
of giving Speaker Hewitt an opportunity totake 
the floor on a question of privilege. Mr. Howitt 
then paid his respects in his usual vigorous man- 
ner to A. K. McClure, of the Philadelphia 7 imes, 
who referred to him in his speech at the meeting. 
Mr. Law also came in for a liberal share of Mr. 
Hewitt’s denunciation. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Hewitt was repeatedly applauded. An 
exciting colloquy here occured between Messrs. 
Kneass. of Philadelphia, and Landis, of Lancastér, 
relative to another matter, which resulted in the 
total discomfiture of the latter. 

Mr. Colburn, of Somerset, then returned to the 
charge, and then Mr. Faunce renewed his motion 
to suspend the rules and offer a resolution. Mr. 
Souder, whom Mr. Wolfe alluded to on Saturday 
night as ‘“‘Rex Gallinorum,’’ moved to lay on 
the table, which motion was voted down. 
The main question, the suspension of the 
rules, was then put, and failed for want of 
two-thirds, the vote being 94 to 55, and the reform- 
ers were again defeated in their attempt to fix 
sessions for the consideration of their pet bill. 
Amid cries of *‘Orders of the day” the Speaker 
declared the House adjourned. 


THE BANKRUPT HARWOOD. 


HEARD FROM IN FLORIDA-—GOING EXTEN- 
SIVELY INTO SUGAR AND ORANGE CUL- 
TURE. 

St. Pau, Minn., May 9.—The creditors of 
N. B. Harwood, the Minneapolis bankrupt, are 
much interested in reports that he is establishing 
valuable property in Florida. A gentleman 
who has just returned from the South says 
that he found Harwood in the vicinity of Daytona, 
Fla. His family is there, or near there, and 


Harwood has purchased about 2,500 acres of 
land, upon which he will raise sugar-cane and 
oranges, expecting to make a iortune out of his 
little enterprise, to say nothing of what he has 
already made out of his victimized creditors. 
This was not once_ referred to while 
the informant was in_ his company, and 
the probability is that so trifling a thing as this has 
long since been entirely forgotten by the man 
whose creditors made war upon him. Another 
gentleman who is just back from Florida is 
positive in the opinion that Harwood carried off 
not less than $250,000 of his creditors’ money, 
and perhaps a much larger amount. A private 
letter from the same point says: ‘There isa 
man here from St. Paul, Minn., by the name 
of Harwood, who is hiring everybody. and 
has spoiled the price of labor. He is, 
I hear, a bankrupt merchant, and has 
bought several large grants, and intends to plant 
several hundred acresin sugar-cane and oranges. 
He has bought the Ormond, Dummett, and some 
other grants at the head of the Bulo River.” 


UTES IN A DANGEROUS MOOD.

THE PROPOSED REMOVAL—INDICTMENT OF 
JACKSON’S MURDERERS. 

Denver, Col., May 9.—The United States 
Grand Jury has found indictments against Berry, 
Meacham, and Cline, as accessories, and against 
five Utes—Spavano, Piap, Coho, Henry, and Unqna 
—as principals, in the murder of A. D. Jackson. A 
letter received here states that the whites have 
been ordered to leave the reservation by to-day. 
The writer does not give the source of the order, 
but it is thought to have come from the military 
authorities, and that it means that immediate steps 
will be taken looking to the removal of the Utes. 
Commissioner Mears had great faith in Berry’s in- 


fluence over the Indians, and he believed that 
Berry and himself could persuade them!to a speedy 
and peaceful departure. It is stated that Ber 
has decided to remain here until, brought to trial. 
Commissioner Mears has declared that he would 
not go without Berry, and that rather than trust to 
himself or the influence of the other Commission- 
ers, without Berry’s aid, he would resign. It is 
furthermore stated that Mears has already pre- 
pared his letter of resignation, to be sent to 
the Interior Department as soon as it is 
settled beyond question that he cannot have Ber- 
ry’s assistance. The gentleman giving this infor- 
mation is in a position to know the temper of the 
Indians, and their disposition toward the Commis- 
sioners. He believes that there is not 2 member of 
the commission who could intluence the Indians, 
and that the presence of any of them would most 
probably incite the Indians to an outbreak, as the 
first impression would be that their mission was to 
remove them. He believes that Berry could cause 
a peaceable removal of the Indians, and the sur- 
render of those indicted for Jackson's murder. The 
Utes are held in their reservation in the valley: 
and regard with derision the prospect of a fight 
with the soldiers. They boast that they can defeat 
all the soldiers that the Government is likely to 
bring into the field.

FRUITS OF THE EVENING SESSION 
IN BOTH HOUSES. 

MR. ALVORD FEELING AGGRIEVED—BILLS 
CONSIDERED IN THE ASSEMBLY—VETO 
MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR—KINGS- 
LEY AND KEENEY’S DEMAND. 

ALBANY, May 9.—Most of the time in 
the Assembly to-night was taken up in the 
discussion of three bills in special order. The 
General Excise bill, reported by the special 
committee, was progressed, and will be again 
considered on Wednesday. The Spinola con- 
current resolution was considered by Mr. But- 
ler, of Warren, in a long speech, and was also 
progressed. The bill for the removal of the 
Forty-second-street reservoir was progressed, 
and will be further considered to-morrow 
morning. 

Mr. Alvord, at the opening of the session, 


rose to a question of privilege. He complained 
because a reporter had made one account of 
the proceedings of last Thursday in the House, 
giving him credit for his rulings in one paper, 
and that in another paper the same writer had 
given an entirely different version of the 
affair that was a criticism upon Mr. Alvord’s 
severity upon the Democrats. Mr. Alvord 
took occasion during the evening to scold 
Speaker Sharpe very roughly for ruling against 
a point of order made by the gentleman from 
Onondaga. Mr. Andrews had made the 
motion to recommit to the Committee of the 
Whole the bill authorizing the appointment of 
Commissioners to take into consideration the 
water supply of New-York, and to report to 
the Legislature at its next session. Mr. 
Brodsky opposed the motion, Mr. Andrews 
called for a count and was unable to secure 
more than 33 votes, 35 ye necessary to 
carry the motion. It was when he renewed 
his motion that Mr. Alvord made his point 
that Mr. Andrews, having voted in the nega 
tive, could not make the motion to reconsider. 
The Speaker held that there being no record 
of the vote, which was taken by a rising divi- 
sion of the House, it was in order for Mr. An- 
drews to cali for avote atany time. The 
Speaker’s action in the matter appeared to be 
entirely supported by the blue-book. 

Gov. Cornell sentin to the Assembly to-night 
three veto Messages, two of which will gain 
for him sincere x bel. in the judgment of 
the tax-payers of New-York City. One veto 
was that of Assembly bill No. 141, an 
act regulating the proof of the claim 
of Thomas Coltman. The reasons of the 
disapproval of the Governor are _ stated 
in a straightforward manner, and are sub- 
stantially those which were made by the op- 
ponents of the billon the floor. ‘‘The object 
of this bill,” he says, ‘‘ appears to be to deprive 
the City of New-York of its defense in a suit 
now pending. It would not be considered 
right or proper to enact a law to take from a 
private suit a material point of defense, 
and it does not seem _ just, either, 
that such discrimination should be made 
— a municipal corporation. A party 
who seeks remedy by suit at law should be 
willing to leave the determination of his. case 
to the courts; and not seek Legislative inter- 
position in his behalf. If it shall become a pre- 
cedent for the Legislature to interfere between 
litigants, there will sooner or later be little 
opportunity left for the consideration of legiti- 
mate business by legislation. ;The demands for 
special enactments for the relief of suitors 
will be likely to monopolize the entire session 
to the exclusion of everything else.” 

Another bill vetoed is one of the Public 
Baths bills, the one introduced by Mr. Finley. 
The Governor returns it without approval for 
these reasons: ‘‘ This bill proposes to estab- 
lish a public floating bath, to be located on the 
Hudson River, between One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth and One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth streets, in the City of New-York, at a 
present expenditure of $12,000. However 
desirable it may be to provide some 
suitable convenience for free. bathing 
in the locality indicated, the amount 
named is altogether beyond reason. The 
population residing within the area to be 
accommodated at this point is not sufficient to 
justify it. These structures in New-York 
City, temporary in their character and use, 
have heretofore been built in too costly a man- 
ner, and their maintenance has been a like ex- 
travagance. This bill not only provides for 
an amount exessive for the purpose designed, 
but it creates an additional source of wasteful 
expenditure.”’ 

The third veto was one to authorize the elec- 
tion of local officers to discharge the duties of 
County Judge and Surrogate in the county of 
Washington, and to do chamber business. 
The Governor disapproves of it because the 
officers, whom it is proposed to clothe with ex- 
traordinary powers, are chosen as alternates of 
County Judges and Surrogates. ‘‘Itisseldom,” 
the Governor says, ‘‘ that persons are selected 
for these offices who have such standing at 
the Bar, or experience in their profession, as 
would enable them to compete successfully for 
the position of Justice of the Supreme Court. 
It does not seem reasonable, therefore, that 
the Legislature should confer upon this class 
of judicial officers: prerogatives of such grave 
importance.” 

t has become generally known here that 
Gov. Cornell has refused to sign the Coroners’ 
bill, introduced and pushed at the instance of 
a Coroners’ lobby, and to-night, in order to re- 
lieve the Governor from the trouble of writing 
aveto Message, the bill was recalled by reso- 
lution. 

The Senate spent the evening session discuss- 
ing the bill reported from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, directing the city of Brooklyn to issue 
bonds and pay:the remainder of the claim of 
Kingsley and Keeney, amounting to $71,000, 
for building the Ridgewood reservoir. Mr. 
Schroeder offered a substitute appointing 
Messrs, Fisher, Rodman, and the Chief-Judge 
of the Supreme Court of the Second Judicial 
District as Referees to hear the equity 
of the claim, irrespective of the decisions 
of the courts or the law  governiny 
the subject, and to award such sum to the 
claimants as they may decide to be just and 
equitable, their decision to be final and their 
award to be paid by the city. The substitute 
was advocated by Senators Schroeder, Forster, 
and Williams, and opposed by Messrs. Fowler, 
Murtha, McCarthy, and Jacobs, and defeated 
by a vote of 13 to5. The bill was then ordered 
to a third reading by a vote of 19 to 6, but the 
discussion will doubtless be renewed when it 
comes up on its third reading.

AN OBJECTIONABLE PIER BILL. 
AN INNOCENT BILL TRANSFORMED INTO ONE 

FOR THE BENEFIT OF A STREET RAILWAY. 

ALBANY, May 9.—On March 30 Senator 
Forster introduced a bill to authorize the Dock 
Department to construct a pier for the use 
of the department between Pier No. 1 
and Castle Garden, on the North 
River. The bill was approved by all 
the City members here, as _ originally 
introduced, but last week, in some way or 
other—it is said by unanimous consent—it was 
so amended as to become a personal bill. 


Whether or not truly, it is asserted that Mr. 
Jacob Sharp was the interested person in hav- 
ing the measure converted into one for the 
benefit of the Twenty-third-Street Cross-town 
Railroad, by the addition of the following 
section: 

Src. 4. The said Dock Department is also au- 
thorized and required to construct a pier in the 
vicinity of West Twenty-fifth-street, from the 
— bulkhead line to the exterior pier head 
ine, said pierto be 50 feet wide and 515 
feet southerly from the pier near the foot of West 
Twenty-fifth-street, as now shown by the plans of 
said Board of Commissioners of the Dock Depart- 
ment, approved by the Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund. 

While no allusion is made to Twenty-third- 
street, it can easily be seen that if the direc- 
tions of the bill are followed the pier will be 
located at the foot of Twenty-third-street. It 
is understood that to locate a pier of the di- 
mensions described at the point indicated 
will interfere with the Erie ferry 
and with several occupants of piers 
at Twenty-third and Tw -fourth streets. 
Strangely enough, this bill of Mr. Sharp’s was 
sent to the Sub-committee of the Whole. Mr.

THE STREET-CLEANING COMMITTEE. 
UNABLE TO HARMONIZE AND AGREEING TO 
REPORT A DISAGREEMENT. 

ALBANY, May 9.—The Street-cleaning 
Conference Committees met to-night, held a 
session of an hour, agreed to disagree, and 
will report their ‘disagreement to the Senate 
and Assembly to-morrow. The two com- 
mittces met in Senator McCarthy’s room, at 
the Delavan, at 11:15. Mr. Carpenter, for the 
Assembly committee, asked that action be 
taken upon his proposition that the 
Mayor be given the power of ap- 
pointment of a Superintendent, subject 
to the approval of the Board of Health, two 
votes to be sufficient toconfirm. After three 
ballots had been taken without result 
on this proposition, Senator Strahan made 
a statement to the effect, substantially, 
that he believed the time had come when a bill 
ought to be adopted, and that it would not do to 
refuse a reasonable and workable proposition. 


Senators McCarthy and Hogan voted against 
the Carpenter proposition, and Browning and 
Andrews, of the Assembly committee, opposed 
it. Senator McCarthy withdrew the propo- 
sition made by him last week, that the Mayor 
have the absolute power of appointment and 
removals, by and with the consent of the 
Governor, and Senator Strahan offered a 
proposition, the only new one_ offered, 
to-night. He suggested that the Mayor be 
given the exclusive — of appointment, but 
that the Superintendent. should be removable 
only with the concurrence of the Board of 
Health. 

Mr. Andrews here delivered a long oration 
on the subject of street-cleaning, with- 
out developing any new feature or present- 
ing any plan that was regarded as worthy 
of serious consideration. Senator Strahan 
urged the adoptidn of his plan, not on the au- 
thority of the Committee of Twenty-one, but 
on his individual judgment, as he was 
desirous of reaching a conclusion that 
would give to the city a _ street- 
—- bill that would authorize the expendi- 
ture of sufficient money with which to 
do the work, and to take it + out of 
the Police Department. His proposition 
was then voted on in the Senate com- 
mittee. Senator Strahan alone voted in 
the affirmative, andjn the Assembly commit- 
tee the entire five members voted to reject it. 
At 12:15 the motion to report a disagreement 
was put and carried, and the conference broke 
up.

Lonpon, May 9.—In the House of Com-. 
mons to-day, Mr. Gladstone moved an ad~+ 
dress praying the Crown to provide a monu- 
ment in Westminster Abbey to Lord Beacons- 
field. He earnestly entreated that this be not 
made an occasion of angry dispute. Relative 
to his own conduct, he said he had 
considered it his duty not to yield to 
a temptation to establish new precedents 
for complimentary observances which 
might cause embarrassment in the future. He 
was not aware that in any previous case the 
House had been called upon to pay a’mark of 
honor to a Minister to whom it was so sharply 
opposed. The House had to look to two ques- 
tions only—whether the. object of ths 
proposea tribute had sustained a great 
historical part and done great deeds, 
written on the pages of Parliamentary and 
national history, and whether he acted with 
the full sanction of the constituted orders and 
the ‘nation. Mr. Gladstone thought there 
could not bea shadow of doubt in answering 
both questions in the affirmative. Despite 
the sharp chan manifested at the 
late elections the authority b vir- 
tue of which the late Lord Bancoiss. 
field had acted, emanated from the 
sam3 franchise of a free constitution as that 
which maintained the present Government, 
who endeavored with the same sincerity to 
promote the grandeur of the country. The 
career of Lord Beaconsfield was in many 
respects the most remarkable in English 
Parliamentary. history. The only one which 
was comparable to it as regards the wonder it 
was calculated to excite was that of Pitt. 
Lord Beaconsfield’s name was associated with 
great constitutional changes. Mr. Gladstone 
proceeded to say that he would never 
scruple to admit that the solution of 
the question of .the alteration of ths 
franchise. was largely due to Lord Beacons- 
field’s personal influence. Looking not as a 
friend and admirer, but impartially, at the 
magnitude of the part Lord Beaconsfield played 
for seven years in Euro: affairs on behalf of 
England, he had not a doubt that the man wha 
had during that time sustained office and for 
30 years had led a great party and had inter- 
ested the general heart to the extent mani- 
fested during his illness and at his funeral 
should be commemorated. Although himself 
separated from Lord Beaconsfield by 
longer and larger divergence than, per 
haps, ever existed between two persons sq 
constantly in contact, yet he had pleasure iu 
dwelling on his great qualities, on his extraor- 
dinary intellectual powers, which all would da 
well to remember, on the strength of will ané 
persistency of purpose manifest through’ 
out his career, on his strong sym 
pathy with his race, and his kind 
ness to ae literary genius. In 
conclusion Mr. Gladstone took occasion tc 
record his firm conviction that Lord Beacons: 
field was never actuated by personal antipathy 
toward himself. The speech was received 
with loud cheers. Sir Stafford North- 
cote, in seconding the motion, said 
Mr. Gladstone ha already erected & 
monument better than marble. Mr. Lax 
bouchere, Liberal member for Northampton,’ 
opposed the motion. The motion was adopted 
—yeas 380, nays 54. Mr. Bright, Mr. Cham- 
berlain, Sir Charles Dilke, Mr. Trevalyan, and 
Mr. Courtney abstained from voting. In the 
House of Lords Earl Granville m @ sim< 
ilar motion, which was seconded by Lord Salis« 
bury, and 1t was adopted without a division.

tion based ona letter in Friday’s Pall Mall 
Gazette from Miss Charlotte O’Brien, detailing 
the horrors on board an emigrant steamer, 
said he had communicated with the managers 
of five steam-ship lines carrying Irish emi- 
grants and had received emphatic denials that 
such circumstances were possible, He had in- 
structed an officer to visit Liverpool and 
Queenstown to make special inquiries, and had 
asked Miss O’Brien to furnish the name of the 
steamer alluded to. 

The debate upon the Land bill to-night was 
adjourned until kongeg after a long speech 
by Mr. John Bright, in the course of which, 
defending the emigration clauses of the 
bil, Mr. Bright said that, if a great 
fleet, assembled at Cork or Galway, 
offered free rv to the whole popu 
lation of Ireland, it was probable thai 
all, certainly half, would find their way to thé 
United States, which opened their doors te 
everybody. He should sorry to see them 
go, but though emigration would be a hard- 
ship to parents, it meant deliverance of the 
children from poverty and suffering.

A DISSATISFIED SOVEREIGN. 
ALEXANDER OF BULGARIA THREATENS TO 
ABDICATE HIS THRONE. 

Sornra, May 9.—Prince Alexander of Bul- 
garia having received numerous complaints of 
the Cabinet’s maladministration, has issued a 
proclamation declaring that, despite his honest 
attempts to guide Bulgaria in the path of 
progress, the country is discredited abroad 
and disorganized at home, and he has charged! 
Gen. Ernroth, Minister of ‘War, to form a 
provisional Government. The National 
Assembly will be summoned. [If it as 
sents to measures which the Prince him- 
self will indicate, he will consent ta 
keep the crown, and will adhere to his oath ta 
the Constitution.

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THE VIENNA BRIDAL PARTY. 
FORMAL ENTRY OF PRINCESS STEPHANIE— 


& GRAND PROCESSION—THE BRIDB’S 
TROUSSEAU. 
From the Evening Telegram. 

Vienna, May 9.—With a dull sky over- 
fiead and slight sprinkling showers, the royal 
bride made her entry into this city to-day. 
Her reception was as enthusiastic as any one 
could desire. From an early hour large 
throngs gathered along the whole line of the 


route, until the streets were completely packed 
with human beings. The decorations were rich 
and plentiful, the only thing wanting to make 
the entry an entire success being sunshine. At 
noon the various corporations assembled be- 
fore the Burgthor. Half an hour later the 
Queen of the Belgians and Princess Stephanie 
droye in a carriage and six from the imperial 
chateau of Schénbrunn to the Theresianum, 
where they were received by a brilliant staff. 
By this time one continuous line of infantry 
had taken up position along the route, and kept 
clear the way for the procession. At the The- 
resianum her Majesty and the royal bride 
dressed for the procession in two speciall 
fitted boudoirs, and then, all being in readi- 
ness, the triumphal entry began. First camo 
a squadron of cavalry, and these were followed 
by richly dressed servants, Councilors in car- 
riages, soldiers and trumpeters on richly ca- 
Parisoned horses, and carriages containing 
dignitaries of the household. The equipage 
of the Master of the Horse was drawn by six 
horses, and was perfect in all its appurte- 
nances. A detachment of the Imperial Body 
Guard and another detachment of - guards 
which followed lent additional brilliancy to 
the procession. 

The carriage containing the bride, who was 
accompanied by her mother, was drawn by 
six grays, and on the left side of the vehicle 
rode Gen. Philippovie, Commander-in-Chiet of 
Lower Austria, sword in hand. On the right 
walked the Inspector of the Imperial Carriages. 
The Queen and Princess both appeared in ex- 
cellent spirits, and repeatedly acknowledged 
the greetings of the enormous crowd. Behind 
Gen. Philippovie and the Inspector walked 
several footmen, who were followed by six 
halberdiers and six body guards on horseback. 
Then came six pages on horseback, and after 
them a mounted detachment of Imperial 
Archers arrayed in red uniforms, trimmed 
with gold, white trousers, and Welling- 
ton boots. After these marched a detachment 
of the Hungarian body guard in gorgeous 
green and gold uniforms. Then came a car- 
riage containing two ladies of the household of 
the Queen and the Princess Stephanie. Two 
more carriages containing three ladies of the 
imperial household, and drawn by six horses, 
came next, and the rear was brought up by a 
company of infantry and a squadron of cav- 
alry. All the servants forming a part of the 
procession walked or rode bareheaded. 

When the carriage of the bride reached the 
triumphal arch, near the Elizabeth Bridge, a 
halt was made, and the Burgomaster of the 
city, accompanied by the Common Council 
and varicus municipal officers, approached 
and delivered a speech expressive of the loyal 
congratulations and welcomes of citizens. At 
the conclusion of this the procession resumed 
its way through the magnificent Ringstrasse. 
On approaching the imperial burg the arrival 
of the gorgeous cavalcade was formally an- 
nounced by a court officer to the chief of the 
imperial household, Prince Hohenlohe, who in 
turn announced it,to the Emperor. 

The preparations for the marriage are now 
complete. The imperial city has been in a 
state of joyous excitement for several days, 
and wears a most charming aspect. Banners 
and bright-hued drapery hang from the win- 
dows in the leading thoroughfares; the palaces 
and public buildings are brightly decked with 
evergreens, and to-night the whole city will be 
respftndent with tasteful illuminations. The 
decorations at the French Embassy are par- 
ticularly effective, consisting chiefly of im- 
mense garlands, evergreens looped from win- 
dow to window and connected by gay bou- 
quets of flowers. At night the facade will be 
illuminated by the electric light. 

The ladies are just now absorbed in the con- 
templation of one entrancing subject—the 
toilets to be worn by the bride. It will inter- 
est fair Americans to know that the bride is to 
go to the altar attired in acostly dress of silver 
brocade, trimmed with silver embroidery rep- 
resenting various kinds of flowers, and com- 
pleted by a train five yards in length, trimmed 
with silver lace and velvet. The ladies who 
have had the good fortune to see this won- 
der at the dress-maker’s at Brussels, where it 
has been made, are in raptures. The Princess 
arrived here, wearing a Pompadour of pink 
crepe, with a train and bodice of pink damasse 
satin, trimmed with rosebuds. These are but 
two out of a multitude of dress-makers’ mar- 
veils now lying in the trunks and boxes of the 
royal bride. The city of Brussels has con- 
tributed a superb lace overdress to Stephanie’s 
trousseau. She will wear it with a faille cos- 
tume, caught up with bouquets of white lilac 
and roses. 

The city was splendidly illuminated to-night. 
The passage of all vehicles through fhe streets 
was stopped in consequence of the vast crowds. 
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CARLYLE’S MANUSCRIPTS. 
& LETTER FROM MR. FROUDE IN WHICH HE

I am 
sole judge of what parts of them should or 
should not be printed, and neither Mrs. Alex- 
ander Carlyle nor any one else has a right to 
call in question the discretion which Mr. 
Carlyle left with me alone, These papers, 
which are mine, I shall keep. The me- 
moir is published; the letters will be 
published. I decline to allow any person 
or persons, whether friends of Mr. Carlyle 
or not, to be associated with mein the discharge 
of a trust which belongs exclusively to myself. 
Che remaining papers, which I was directed to 
veturn to Mrs, Alexander Carlyle as soon as I 
have done with them, I will restore at once to 
any responsible person whom she will em- 
power to receive them. I have reason to com- 
plain of the position in which I have been 
placed in respect to these manuscripts. They 
were sent to me atintervals, without inventory, 
or even a numerical list. I was told that the 
more I destroyed of them the better, and they 
were for several years in my possession before 
T was even aware that they were not my own, 
Happily I had destroyed none of them. Mrs. 
Alexander Carlyle can have them all when she 
pleases.” :

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THE VACANT COMMISSIONS. 
CITY HALL GOSSIP AS TO THE PROBABLE 
NOMINEES. 


Nominations for the various City offices 
which became vacant on the ist of May will be sent 
by Mayor Grace to the Board of Aldermen at noon 
to-day, and then will be ended the suspense of a 
host of local politicians who have been trying for 
weeks to find out just who would get places and 
who would be disappointed. Mayor Grace’s 
office has been no sinecure of late. Every 
moment he could snatch from his regu- 
lar duties has been greedily seized upon 


by candidates and friends of candidates to 
urge their ‘‘claims” for recognition in the distribu- 
tion of patronage. Under the law the Mayor must 
make his nominations to-day, and, as a matter of 
course, the politicians were especially active in 
making final efforts for plate yesterday and 
last evening. Almost every one in the Cit 

Hall was busy making out  guess-wor 

“slates,” and innumerable combinations were 
given forth as being “ surely correct.” It can be 
safely said, however, that up to a late hour last 
night the Mayor himself had not positively decided 
upon all of the men to be named. It was said yes- 
terday, however, that on Saturday forenoon the 
Mayor completed his slate finally. as he sup- 
posed, but Dock Commissioner Dimock’s dec- 
lination of a renomination for that office upset 
the ‘‘slate” in the afternoon and caused a renewal 
of the supposed settled struggle for one or two of 
the Commissionerships. This struggle lasted all 
day Sunday and yesterday, and nobody but Mayor 
Grace knows now how it has been decided. The 
slate which was agreed upon on Saturday was de- 
clared by those claimed to know to be as follows:

Had Commissioner Dimock not declined a re- 

pomination, it was asserted, this ‘slate’? would 
have been sent to the Aldermen to-day. The 
withdrawal of Mr. Dimock left another chance for 
the aspirants for. ofiice, of which they were not 
slow to take advantage. The Anti-Tammany or 
old Irving Hall men were not suited with Henry 
D. Purroy for the Fire Department, and they have 
worked hard to have him given some other depart- 
ment, and Hugh H. Moore, or some other Anti-Tam- 
many man, nained for Fire Commissioner. County 
Clerk Butler, Public Works Commissioner 
Thompson, Police Justice Power, and others were 
closeted with Mayor Grace fora long time yes- 
terday trying to bring about such an arrangement.

G. S. Arnold, who was put down by the slate- 
makers for Health Commissioner, is a Professor in 
the Medical Department of the New-York Univer- 
sity and an intimate friend of Hubert O. Thompson. 
It must be remembered that all the ‘‘slates” are 
simply the result of guessing by politicians more 
or less near the Mayor. 

To nominate is onething. To get the Aldermen to 
confirm the nomination is anotherthing. It is cer- 
tain that if some of the names said to be “ slated” 
are sent to the board they will not be confirmed 
without a bard fight. Irving Hall statesmen” de- 
clared yesterday that there would be no confirma- 
tions to-day, and several Aldermen agreed with 
them. It was the general belief around the City 
Hall that no matter who were nominated they 
would have to wait at least a week for confirma- 
tion or rejection.

WORK AMONG THE SAILORS. 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE SOCIETY FOR PROMOT- 
ING THE GOSPEL AMONG SEAMEN. 

The anniversary of the Society for Promot- 
ing the Gospel Among Seamen in this port, gener- 
ally called the New-York Port Society, was held at 
the Broadway Tabernacle, corner of Thirty-fourth- 
street and Broadway last evening. George W. 
Lane, Esq., presided, ana music was fur- 
nished by a quartet choir. The Rev. E, 
D. Murphy, Pastor of the Mariners’ Church, 
was the first speaker. He gave a _ brief 
outline of the society’s history since its formation, 
63 years ago. In 1820 it builtin Roosevelt-street 


the first seamans’ church which had ever been 
erected. Now the society has on its rolls the 
names of 2,137 members. In the last five years the 
work has been much more energetic than before. 
Scarcely a month passes without some seaman 
making a profession of faith and being received 
into the Mariners’ Church. He told how an 
lady employed in the 
mission work had entered alone at 
night a_ sailor’s boarding-house, ‘where she 
begged the rough fellows to attend a meeting in 
the church. They promised to be present, and not 
one of them broke his word. Mr. Murphy related 
a number of interesting incidents of a similar na- 
ture, and described the manner in which they car- 
ried on their work. In the last five years, he 
said, 890 sailors had been received into the 
church of which he was the Pastor. The Rev. C. 
Cuthbert Hall, of Brooklyn, was next introduced. 
He referred to the numbers of people who were at 
this season of the year placing themselves under 


earnest young 


-the care of these ** publicservants” whose spiritual 


welfare the society has at heart. Itia a great mis- 
take to suppose that the sailor is less susceptible to 
Gospel infiuences than other classes of people. On 
the contrary, there is every reason for believing 
that they need only to be asked to be brought to 
the right way. The master of a sailing vessel had 
told him that people on shore could form 
no idea of the demoralizing influences which 
surround sailors on shipboard. Mr. Lane intro- 
duced a missionary who had been engaged for 
some time in connection with the work of the 
society. The latter gave his experience. He had 
been a sailor, and for years was a hardened repro- 
bate. At last he attended a meeting in the Mari- 
uers’ Church, and had been deeply impressed. 
Four years later he returned to this port and be- 
came a member of the church. Since then he 
had testified constantly of the great mercy 
which had been shown him when he was 
snatched from the ruinous life he had been leading. 
The Rev. Dr. Taylor was the last speaker. He said 
that, much as he would like to see the filth taken 
from our streets, he would rather see mass-meet- 
ings held which would result in our having the rum 
holes, dance-houses, and other snares which beset 
the sailor, swept from our City. Great a oid of 
old andin the Middle Ages had perished because 
they had not looked out for the welfare of their 
mariners. He trusted that we might avoid a like 
fate by doing our duty toward the seaman. 
or 
GALES IN THE NORTH SEA. 

Capt. Kerr, of the bark Veronica, which ar- 
rived from Bremen yesterday, reports very severe 
gales and the loss of several sails while in the 
North Sea. Strong westerly gales, with snow, 
were encountered from the Channel to the Banks. 
On March 25 one of the seamen, while furling the 
foresail, fell to the deck and was severely injured. 
A few days later a German sailor named William 
Warneck fell overboard from the maintopsail yard. 
A life-buoy was thrown to him anda boat was 
lowered, but, after a search, it returned to the 
bark without the missing sailor, who was given mf 
for lost. When the boat came alongside the vessel, 
it filled, and Chief Officer Ross and one sailor nar- 
rowly escaped drowning. When near the Banks, 
the Norwegian bark Cap, which arrived from 
Bremen eae ny was caught in a west-north- 
westerly hurricane, which continued for two hours. 
Several sails werelost. The bark passed the Banks 
nearly four weeks ago, but has been delayed since 
by head gales. The steam-ship Amsterdam, from 


-Rotterdam, encountered strong westerly gales 


trom the Channel to the Banks.

LOUISA HARVEY’S DHATH. 
The death of Mrs. Louisa Harvey in St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, from the effects pistol-shot 
wounds inflicted by her brother, William McIntosh, 
‘was reported at the Cornoner's office yesterday. 
The inquest was held early in the evening in the 


dead-house of the hospitel Coroner Knox. 
of Pite ye was ‘the 
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rude coffin, covered with a black pall, the bordets . 
of which trailed on the floor. Benind the coffin 
was a table draped with a white altar-cloth, on 
which stood a large crucifix and two candles. The 
face of the corpse was visible through a glazed 
aperture. After the taking of testimony was 
concluded. in which no new facts were elicited, 
the jury rendered a verdict that the deceased died 
from the effects of pistol-shot wounds inflicted by 
her brother, Willlam McIntosh. In his formal ex- 
‘amination, prior to his return to prison, MeIntosh 
said his age was 26 years, and that he was formerly 
in the liquor businéss. By advice of his counsel he 
declined to say anything relative to the charge 


against him. 
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POLICE COMMISSIONERS’ TRIAL. 
DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE PUT ON RECORD 
BEFORE THE MAYOR. 

There was considerable delay in the opening 
of the investigation of the charges against Police 
Commissioners French, Mason, and Nichols yester- 
day morning, owing to the fact that the documents 
called for by Mayor Grace on Friday were slow in 
coming. At 11:30 Mr. Andrews asked if the letter 
of the Maypr, dated March 1, and calling on the 
Police Commissioners for information, had been 
furnished. Mr. Root said: “I understand that 
there is a cart-load of papers and books being 
brought down, and you will have to callon your 
Italians to rake them over and bring them in when 
they get here.” The paper called for by Mr. An- 
drews was in the possession of Mr. Bartlett, and 
being handed to Mr. Andrews, was offered in evi- 
dence to prove the third charge, that the Commis- 
sioners had failed to do the duty imposed on them 
by section 27 of chapter 385 of the Laws of 1873, 
by making false reports to the Mayor. The intro- 
duction of the letter was objected to by Mr. 
Bartlett as immaterial, and his Honor prompt- 
ly overruled the objection. Then Mr. Bart- 


lett insisted upon having the letter read, 
and Mr. Andrews read it. consuming 10 minutes of 
valuable time in the operation. Mr. Andrews then 
offered in evidence the reply of the Police Com- 
missioners to the letter of Mayor Grace, dated 

March 21, 1881. Col. Bliss objected to the receipt 
of this document as evidence because Commis- 
sioner Matthews united in making the report, and 
he was not included in the charges. ‘‘Do you pro- 
pose,”’ asked Col. Bliss, ‘‘to hold these gentlemen 
responsible for making this untrue report. and then 
reappoint Mr. Matthews to-morrow?” ‘ The ques- 
tion of Mr. Matthews’s appointment,” said Mr. An- 
drews, ‘is not atissue here.’ ‘* No,’ responded 
Col. Bliss: ‘but that report was made by the 
Board of Police,.and you cannot hold three of them 
responsible for it alone. You don’t know that 
the vote of Mr. Matthews did not make the 
majority which passed that report.’’ Mayor Grace 
overruled the objection, and the regulation excep- 
tion was taken by counsel for the Commissioners. 
Col. Bliss then insisted that the reply be read. It 
was a very lengthy document, and Mr. Ivins. the 
Mayor's secretary, read it. Mayor Grace, when 
the reading began, turned to his desk and began 
to sign warrants, Mr. Root suggested that his 
Honor had better listen to the yt ** Thave read 
it very carefully,” said Mayor Grace, “ and I can 
hear it now and sign warrants at, the same time.” 
Mr. Root insisted that his Honor should pay par- 
ticular attention to the beginning and end of the 
document, and the Mayor smilingly abandoned his 
warrants and listened toe the reading, which oceu- 
pied 20 minutes. The City Record containing the 
quarterly reports of the Board of Police for 1879 
and 1880 was next put in evidence, notwithstand- 
ing the objection of Col. Bliss and the other coun- 
sel that several of the reports were not made by the 
Commissioners now ontrial. Col. Biss, in objecting 
tothe introduction of the City Record as evidence of 
the reports, said: “Suppose the fact was printed 
that Mayor Grace, after his charges were in type 
against these Commissioners, bad told Mr. French 
that he had no complaint to make against him or 
Commissioner Mason, but that Mr. Nichols was a 
scoundrel, and must be removed, would, that 
printed report be accepted as evidence of the fact 
that Mayor Grace had said so without further 
proof?’ “Isuppose it would,’’ responded Mr. 
Andrews, ‘‘if 1t bore the Mayor’s signature,” In 
the course of his remarks Col. Bliss said that Mr. 
Ivins had publicly stated that he was to be ap- 

ointed in the place of Mr. Nichols as soon ss the 

atter was removed. This staterment caused a 
scence. The Mayor smiled placidly, but Mr. Ivins 
was not so placid. “Ihave stated nothing ofthe 
kind,’ he said, indignantly, ‘‘and any gentleman 
who says that I didisaliar. I challen:e you, Sir, 
to produce the man who says so.” 

Col. Bliss—Well, you are proving your fitness for 
the position anyway. ; 

_ Mr. Ivins—I am proving my fitness to deai with 
liars, as you ought to have been dealt with before 
now, Sir. 

Col. Emmons Clark, Secretary of the Board of 
Health, was sworn, and produced the minutes of 
the board. Under the date of June 2, 1873, the Sani- 
tary Code appears on the record. Col. Bliss ob- 
jected to the reading of the record on the ground 
that the Board of Health is an unconstitutional 
board, and has no legal existence whatever. ‘‘ The 
Constitution,” said the counsel, “says that the 
local authorities of every city shall be either elected 
by the people or appointed by the authorities of 
the city. The State has undertaken to put into the 
Board of Health the Health Officer of the State, 
who is not a local officer. I don’t know what is 
the position taken here, but Ido know what itis 
outside the Corporation Attorney's office. The 
Board of Health isan unconstitutional body, and 
its ordinances are void.” 

The objection was overruled, and Col. Clark read 
the Sanitary Code providing for the separation of 
ashes from garbage, which the Commissioners are 
charged with having neglected to enforce, He 
testified that there had been no changein the or- 
dinanes since its adoption in 1873. At the conclu- 
sion of his evidence the investigation was ad- 
journed to this morning at 11 o’clock.

AN UNLICENSED PHYSICIAN. 

“Dr.’? Gustave Ferner, of No. 76 Forsyth- 
street, was arraigned in the Essex Market Police 
Court, before Justice Smith, yesterday, charged 
with practicing withouta license in violation of 
the law of 1880, and with failing to register his 
name inthe County Clerk's office. The complain- 
ant was Dr. Patrick H. Curren, of No. 146 Lewis- 
street. It is alleged that on May 4 Ferner at- 
tempted to treat Johanna Arkenbraeuer, of No. 


129 Pitt-street, and prescribed some medicine that 
made her very sick. He became alarmed at this 
unexpected result of his treatment, and called in 
Dr. Curren to assist himin restoring the patient. 
A warrant was placed in the hands of Roundsman 
Reilley, of the court squad, on Saturday for Fer- 
ner’s arrest, but the officer encountered great difli- 
culty in —— the accused, and only succeeded 
in capturing him by pretending that he was seri- 
ously ill and needed medical advice. When asked 
what he had to say in his own defense the prisoner 
asserted that he considered he had a perfect right 
to practice as a physician by reason of the opinion 
given by the Professors of the Eclectic College, at 
which he said he had studied. He declined to di- 
vulge what that opinion was, and was thereupon 
held for trial. His case is the second one in which 
proceedings have been taken under the new law.

A WEALTHY GERMAN’S SUICIDE, 

It was reported at.the Coroner’s office on 
Saturday that Michael Mees, a German, 62 years of 
age, had died suddenly in a ‘house at Willis-avenue 
and One Hundred and Forty-sixth-street, where he 
was temporarily residing. Deputy Coroner Gold- 
schmiedt made an investigation yesterday, and 
ely eerie ers 
a yhere t " live. He was a wid-. 
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ower and had no children, and was reputed’to be 
worth $20,000, chiefly in real estate in Newark and 
in the annexed district. The honse in which he 
died and one adjoining it belonged to him, and he 
was temporarily lodging at one of the houses for 
the purpose of superintending repairs in progress 
there. On Saturday he was found sick in his 
room, and Dr. Hupfeld, of One Hundred and 
Forty-third-street and Willis-avenue, was called 
to attend him. The doctor found him suffering 
from the effects of some narcotic poison, The 
usual antidotes were applied, but without effect, 
and the patient died soon afterward. In his room 
was found a letter addressed to his sister, in New- 
atk, in which he announced’ his intention of com- 
mitting suicide, as he was tired of life, and inform- 
ing her where she could find his bank-books and 
the deéds to his property, and what disposition 
should bé made of them. The autopsy revealed 
that he had taken Jaudanum, and a four-ounce 


vial, which had contained the opiate, was found in | 


his room. 
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TEMPERANCE WORK. 
DISCUSSION BY THE BAPTIST PASTORS— 
WOMEN’S NATIONAL CHRISTIAN TEM- 
PERANCE UNION—OTHER MEETINGS. 

The chancel of the Broadway Tabernacle 
was covered with a broad, carpeted platform yes- 
terday afternoon, upon which were seated the 
officers of the Woman’s National Christian Tem- 
perance Union. Mrs. F. D. B. Chase presided, and 
among others on the platform were Mrs. lL. H. 
Washington, of Paterson, N. J.; the Rev. T. E. 
Skinner, Mrs. McCleve, of Yonkers; Mrs. Crane, of 
Jersey City, and Mrs. Dr. Post, of Scranton, Penn. 
After prayer by an aged lady known as Mother 
Hill, Mrs. Caroline B. Buell, the Secretary, read a 
historical sketch of the union. It was formed in 
1873, and now comprises more than 500,000 ladies 
among its members. Beginning with the visitation 
of saloons in the West, the society had developed 
into an extensive organization, and issued maga- 
zines, tracts, and juvenile literature for the promo- 
tion of the temperance cause. Mrs. F. J. 
Barnes related the result of a visit to the towns in 
the interior of this State, where, she said, better re- 
sults were achieved than could be expected in this 
City. The speaker appesled to young ladies not to 
offer wine to young men, and to decline its use 
themselves. She had known cases where young 
ladies had become addicted to the use of liquor 
through its occasional indulgence during their 
youth. The Rev. George E. Reed, of Brooklyn, con- 
gratulated the ladies of the unionon the successful 
results of theirlabors. ‘‘Solong as woman keeps her 


tongue wagging,”’ he said, ‘‘saloon-keepers are in 
danger.” Their perseverance had commanded for 
them the respect and admiration of the world. 
Many had sneered at the Temperance Union, and 
said its members “should be at home attending to 
their familes and managing their husbands.” The 
ladies responded that they ‘“‘hadn’t got any fam- 
ilies,” and there were ‘‘about 100,000 in New-Eng- 
land who had not got and never expected to get 
husbands.’’ Men had come to respect the public 
efforts of the women, and the speaker said he did 
not see why a woman who could “raise a family 
of 14children”’ should not do other work equally 
well. Miss M. B. Winslow, editor of Our Union. 
made an appeal for the cause with the view of in- 
creasing the subscription list. 

At the Monday meeting of the Baptist Pastors, 
esterday morning, the Rev. Dr. Skinner, of Ra- 
eigh, N.C., made a few remarks about the tem- 
perance movement in that State. ‘rhe Rev. E. 
G, Lawson read a paper on the subject of 
temperance. in the discussion which followed, 
Pastor Douglass spoke of a church in 
Poughkeepsie where wine was _ formerly 
used at the communion, and how often on Sunday 
when he was there the pure juice of tho grape, 
which did not intoxicate, as they used it in Pales- 
tine, was substituted. Pastor Grinnell remarked 
that he could not take a direct stand against the 
use of beer to his German congregation. If he 
should do so many of the members would tell him 
that their parents had drank beer all their lives 
and had lived toagood old age. He could only 
preach against it relatively, as by taking for his 
subjects the sin of theft, robbery, murder, &c., and 
in a roundabout way bring: to the attention 
of the congregation the many crimes to which 
drunkenness led. He had preached a sermon 
showing-that saloon life was not anancient Ger- 
man custom. Pastor Potter, the Secretary of the 
meeting, said he would like to hear-the question of 
lager beer discussed, because it was now so often 
thrust forward. With regard to taking wine as 
medicine, he had known some men who formerly 
had been temperance men become sots after fol- 
lowing their ra" advice to take wine. As 
to the use of wine at the communion, however, 
there was noexcuse whatever for a man to say 
that he had been led to drinking by partaking of 
wine at the communion. Such men lied: they 
loved drink, drinking secretly, and made this ex- 
cuse to win the sympathy of the brethren. In sey- 
eral cases such men were found out. 

Prominent clergymen and lay members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church interested in the or- 
ganization of achurch temperance society on the 
basis of the Church of England society met yester- 
day morning at No. 79 Fourth-avenue. The Rev.

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ELECTRIC LIGHTS AT SEA. 
THE EXPERIMENT TRIED IN THE CABIN OF 
THE CITY OF RICHMOND. 

The black hulk of the steamer City of Rich- 
mond lay quietly at the pier of the Inman Steam- 
ship Company yesterday, after a voyage of eight 
days from Queenstown, during which her cabin 
has been the scene of an exveriment in 
electric lighting which is pronounced alike 
by the Captain and the superintend- 
ing electrician, Mr. Bates, a complete success. 
The lamps were taken dewn and packed away for 
the return voyage when the steamer arrived at her 
destination, but the wires remain in position, and 


the globes will be replaced on the day before 
sailing. The experiment is regarded as inter- 
esting by electricians, not only because it 
is the initial attempt to apply the electric light to 
ocean transit, but because a wholly new system is 
involved under patents obtained by Mr. Swan, an 
English electrician, forlamps and generator. The 
main saloon was lighted by 6 _ lamps, 
comprising 80 electric jets, and 11 oth 
ers were distributed at various points on 
board, making 17 in all, The lamp is_ based 
upon the incandescent principle. but is strikingly 
original in the subdivision of the current. within 
the glass globe. Each lamp has a sub-circuit of 
its own, with conductors about three lines in di- 
ameter. Within the globe which incloses the flame 
the conductors are subdivided into five small 
tips, thus producing five arcs of high resistance. 
The material employed for incandescence is a slen- 
der bar of platinum or other medium of high resist- 
ance, the arcs or bars being arranged about a com- 
mon centre, so that the variation of the light in 
different azimutis is measurably corected. The 
prongs into which each main pole is subdivided 
are of such diameter that the sum of their squares 
is equal to the square of the diameter of the main 
conductor, or approximately so—a principle which 
has been a matter of contention among electri- 
cians. The light has been described by those who 
have obsyrved during the voyage as very steady 
and mellow, being wholly destitute of the objection- 
able violet tinge that seems inseparable from the 
voltaic arc when carbons electrodes are employed. 
The generator involves no new principle, but is 
somewhat novel inits construction, and the subject 
of apatent by Mr. Swan. The armature makes 
more than 400 revolutions per minute between 
magneti¢ fields supplied by large magnets, and is 
claimed to transform a larger percentage of the 
power required to operate it into electricity than 
the standard generators in use. The power to 
operate the generator is not supplied by a snecial 
engine, and cannot, therefore, be estimated with 
accuracy. 

A i'rwEs reporter went on board the steamer 
yesterday, and the arrangement was explained to 
him by an assistant. The Captain, when requested 
to give his opinion as to the practical efficiency of 
the light, said it had given complete satisfaction 
during the voyage. It was steady, not subject to 
fluctuation or accident, a managed, and very 
brilliant. The six lamps in the main saloon ren- 
dered the apartment as light as day, en- 
abling passengers to read at any point. 
Whether the company would adopt the light 
permanently on board their vessels he could not 
say; the question would be decided by the success 
of the arrangement on the return voyage; but so 
far it had proved eminently satisfactory. Te could 
not form any idea of the amount of energy ab- 
sorbed by the generator and the actual cost of the 
light, the power being supplied from the engines 
of the vessel, where a single horse-power more or 
less was not important. 

Mr. Bates, the electrician of the arrangement, 
considers the experiment a success. He has been 
able to supply lights at any desired point or 
passage way to order, laying the wires, 
making the connections, and putting the 
jets in operation within an hour after the request 
was given. The lamps have proved steady and re- 
liable, not subject to the sudden and disagreeable 
flicker so common with the ordinary electric lamp. 
The experiment will be continued on the return 
voyage atthe expense of the inventor, but after 
that the company will have to make terms if it is 
tobe employed further. The lamp is regarded by 
English electricians as one of the simplest and 
most efficient yet invented, and as successful in an 
economical point of view by subdividing the cur- 
rent within the glass globe that protects the incen- 
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AN UNPROFITABLE WALK

UNION THEOLOGICAL SHMINARY. 
ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES—NAMES OF THE 
STUDENTS IN THE GRADUATING CLASS. 
The forty-fifth anniversary of the Union 
Theological Seminary was commemorated in the 
Madison-Square Presbyterian Church last evening. 
The graduating class, comprising 35 students, oc- 
cupied the foremost pews, while the remainder of 
the church was filled with their friends. The exer- 
cises began with an address by the Rev. Dr, Wil- 
liam W. Patton on ‘‘ The Proposed Substitution of 
Culture for Christianity... The speaker took the 
ground that whatever of culture was good had 
religion as its basis. The advocates of culfure 


claimed that “culture was the religion for this 
world. while religion was culture for the next 
world.” Ministers of the Gospel were not opposed 
to culture, except when it was proposed as a sub- 
stitute for Christianity. The best preparation for 
another world, in the very nature of things, was to 
do the best that could be done in this one. The 
Bible taught no asceticism on this earth as 
a means of preparation for heaven. True cul- 
ture sprang from close communion with 
God, and could not be gained solely from 
books.

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MRS. BRAINARD’S JEWHL CASKET. 
STOLEN BY A DISCHARGED NEGRO WAITER 
AND RECOVERED AFTER HIS ARREST. 
Mrs. A. C. Brainard, of No, 242 East Fif- 
teenth-street, called at the Central Detective Office 
last Wednesday and informed Inspector Byrnes 
that a jewel casket, containing $1,800 worth of 
property, had been stolen from her. She removed 
on April 80 from No. 114 Madison-avenue, where 
she kept a boarding-house, to her present address. 
Among her servants at the former place was James 
E. Goldman, a negro waitér. Goldman was dis- 
missed from her employment on the day of the re- 
moval, and, as the disappearance of the jewel 
casket was coincident with his departure, Mrs. 
Brainarda’s suspicions naturally rested on him as 
the thief. Detectives Lanthier and O’Connor were 


detailed to search for the negro, and, ascertaining 
that he was temporarily lodging at No. 252 West 
Twenty-sixth-street, they sent him a decoy letter, 
to which, however, he did not respond. Yester- 
day, Mrs. Brainard, meeting him in an up-town 
street, told him that if he would call at her house 
she would make &n eftort to procure a new situa- 
tion for him. Failing to comprehend the real pur- 
pose of her invitation, he readily accepted 
it, and on entering the house he encountered 
one of the detectives. The latter directly accused 
him of the theft, and asked him where the ‘‘stuff”’ 
was. Goldman, with an air of injured innocence, 
begged to be informed what _ the officer designated 
as ‘“stuff.’’ ‘‘Oh, that’s all right,’ replied the 
latter; ‘‘I know you took that jewelry, and I want 
you to show me where it is.” The waiter 
thereupon made a clean breast of it, giving as an 
excuse that, knowing he was about to lose his situ- 
ation, he could not resist the temptation. The 
casket and its contents were subsequently found 
in hisroom in Twenty-sixth-street. It contained 
two gold watches. a pair of diamond ear-rings 
valued at $400, an onyx set of jewelry, a gold neck- 
chain, a pair of gold and enameied ear-rings, and a 
fulicameo set of jewelry. The thief occupied a 
cell in Police Head-quarters last night. 
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=BANQUETiBY THE AUSTRIAN COLONY. 
A banquet was given last evening in the 
Hungarian Hotel, No. 4 Union-square, in honor of 
the marriage of the Crown Prince Rudolphe to 
Princess Stephanie, of Belgium, by the Austrian- 
Hungarian colony. Some 30 Austrian-Hungarians 
sat down to the dinner, at which Samuel B. Sew- 
ards presided. The table was decorated with the 
national embiems of Austria and Hungary, and in 
front of the Chairman rose a tall wedding- 
cake, which was cut at 2:30 o’clock this morning, 
which, making allowance for the difference in time 
would make it about 9 o’clock, the hour at which 
the nuptials will be solemnized. At 10 o’clock the 
Chairman, ina brief speech, after paying a tribute 
to the constitutional Governments of Hungary and 
Austria, proposed the health of the bride and 
groom. It was drunk by the company standing, and 
received with three hearty cheers and a burst of 
music from the band. A. Pitshaw responded to 
the toast of ‘‘ Our Invited Guests,” and responses 
were made by the Belgian Consul, Mr. Mali, and. 
by Chief-Justice Charles P. Daly. The latter deliy- 
ered an eloquent address.

HOW THEY FOOLED MERCHANTS 
IN MANY TOWNS. 

ARRE8T OF TWO YOUNG MEN WHO HAVE 

PROSPERED IN A NOVEL BUSINESS—THE 

STORY OF THEIR DOINGS—HOW THEY 


WERE CAPTURED. 

Two of the tidst successful and audacious 
swindlers ever captured were those placed in the 
White Plains Jail last Saturday night by one of 
Pinkerton’s detectives and committed yesterday 
morning by Justice E. B. Long for the Grand Jury. 
Their practice has beén to visit a city or village, 
put up at a first-class hotel, and then prospect 
about and ascertain who are the merchants in 
highest standing and doing the largest business. 
Having done this they make a memorandum of the 
firms’ names, and then commence operations in 
earnest. For instancé, having selected alarge jew- 


elry store, and ascertained the proprietor’s name, 
they would write a letter to some large manufac- 
turing ery telling them that upon looking 
over hig stock he found that he was short of sucn 
and such articles, and desired the company to fill 
an order to complete his stock. In some instances 
they sent several references, giving the names of 
responsible parties inthe place. Having mailed the 
letter, the two young men would daily watch about 
the express office, and when the package arrived, 
which it usually did in two or three days, they 
would announce to the agent that they nad been 
sent for it, pay the express charges, take away 
the package, and then dispose of its contents 
to the best advantage they could. In Peekskill 
there is a large haraware store of which Mr. War- 
ren Jordan is the proprietor. He also sells the 
goods of the Meriden Britannia Company. These 
two swindlers went to that village on the 12th of 
last November and made the Eagle Hotel their 
head-quarters, registering as J. Allen and G. Davis. 
They then wrote a note to the above firm, signing 
it*‘W. Jordan.” Upon this order the Meriden 
Company shipped 12 dozen knives, 8 dozen table- 
spoons, 6 dozen teaspoons, and‘6 dozen forks, all 
to the value of $135. he two young men watched 
the express office, and in due time the package ar- 
rived, and they took possession of it, telling the 
agent Mr. Jordan had sent them for it. They at 
once quit Peekskill and went to Poughkeepsie and 
Newburg, where they peddled the goods until all 
were disposed of. om Newburg they went to 
Reading, Penn., where they arrived on the 20th of 
November. On the 22a they wrote letters to sev- 
eral New-York firms, to which they signed the 
name of E. W. Landis, a dealer in crock- 
ery, and ordered about $1,000 worth of coods. 
The goods, which were duly received from the 
New-York firms, were transported again to Balti- 
more, where they were disposed of by the middle 
of December. The two men next went to Nor- 
folk, Va., and began business on a large scale, hir- 
ing a store at a yearly rental of $10,000, which they 
fitted up in luxurious style—on credit, of course— 
the firm name being ‘‘ H. V. Maynard.” They got 
out handsome bDill-heads and fancy cards stating 
their business as importers and jobbers, dealers in 
crockery, furnishing goods, &c. They lived in 
Dodson’s Atlantic Hotel, and had the best apart- 
ments that were vacant. Their store was under 
Van Wvck’s Academy of Musio. While all this prep- 
aration was being made, they had a package of saw- 
dust sent to them from Washington and booked for 
$7,400. They tookit, and, carrying the express com- 
pany’s receipt to Dun and Bradstreet’s agencies 
got tnemselves rated there as being good for $5,000. 
They then ordered a burglar-proof safe for $125 
and had ji sent to their store, and plated ware from 
Newbold & Sons, of Baltimore, and from different 
New-York firms a miscellaneous lot of goods in 
their proposed line of business to the value 
of over $1,000. Some of these goods reached 
them, but some did not, and this fact told 
them that they were suspected. They then 
sold off what stock Lg | had received, set- 
tled a six weeks’ hotel bill, and walked out 
of town and subsequently through the ‘* Dismal 
Swamp.” The next place visited by them was 
Elizabeth City, N. C., where they made an attempt 
to carry on their swindling business, but did not 
meet with any gratifying success. At Greensbor- 
ough they met with more encouragement. There 
they found C. G. Gates, a large silver-dealer, in 
whose name they ordered over $2,000 worth of 
goods, which they received by express and sold. 
They then took a tour through the Southern 
States, tillthey arrived at Cleveland, Tenn., from 
which place they sent 10 ordersin the name of F. 
F. Neel. a dealer in silverware and bak orad fs 
They received on this $800 worth of goods 
and disposed of the greater portion of 
them. In all, they sent orders for about 
$1,500 worth of goods in all lines of busi- 
ness from this place. On Monday, May 2, one of 
the firms on which they had drawn an order went 
to Pinkerton’s agency and showed it to them. It 
was carefully compared with the one ordering 
goods from the Meriden Britannia Company on 
which they were swindled on the Peekskill order, 
and in consequence of which they had already set 
the detectives to looking for the young men. ‘Lhe 
two notes were believed to have been written by 
the same hand. A detective was sent to Cleveland, 
Tenn., to capture the swindlers, which he did, 
and in due time he brought them back to this 
City the latter part of last week. They made 
no resistance, but came voluntarily. They were 
taken before Justice E. B. Long, at White Plains 
yesterday morning. John G. Bacon represented 
the Meriden Britannia Company, who are prose- 
cuting them on the W. Jordan order from Peeks- 
kill, by which they were swindled ‘out of $135 
worth of goods. The young men admitted thoir 
guilt, and pleaded guilty to falsely representing 
people and obtaining goods under false pretenses. 
As it was atrial of greater magnitude than came 
under that Justice’s jurisdiction, he committed 
them to the County Jail, in default of bail, to 
await the action of the next Grand Jury. 
They said yesterday that they belonged in West- 
chester County, and had lived not many miles 
from White Plains. Roundsman Johnstone, of the 
Yonkers Police force. asked one of them whether 
he did not know him. ‘‘ You are a policeman, 
ain’t you?’ was the reply. The Roundsman thinks 
they belong in ornear Yonkers and that he has 
seen them before. They willonly give the assumed 
names of J. W. Turner and J. W. Miller, admitting 
that these are not real names. They have made 
full confessions of their guilt. 


THE DUMB SPEAKING. 


—_—_—_ ao - 
AN INTERESTING EXHIBITION IN CHICKERING 
HALL. 

The stage of Chickering Hall was occupied 
last evening by as happy, cheerful, intelligent-look- 
ing 4 throng of children as ever appeared in public. 
They were the pupiis of the Institution for the Im- 
proved Instruction of Deaf-mutes, who had been 
brought thither to give a public exhibition 
of their proficiency in lip-reading and vo- 


cal articulation. They numbered 122 boys 
and girls, ranging im’ age from 7 to 8 
years. Many ofthem are the children of parents 
well able to pay for their education, but the ma- 
jority are members of poor families. All were 
neatly, and many of them handsomely, attired, 
and each worea small bouquet. Nobody, unless 
aware of the fact, would imagine that the bright, 
handsome children who sat in tiers, laughing and 
conversing eagerly without gesticulating or 
using the sign language, were deaf-mutes. 
Yet, such was the fact, but, thanks to 
the admirable instruction afforded, 
in attendance were enabled to hear the dumb 
speak. At8o’clock when Mr. James Pearce, M. 
B., played the opening march on the organ, the 
hall was filled by an audience embracing many of 
our best citizens. After a class of Mr. Pearce’s 
pupils had sung ‘*’ Behold how good and how pleas- 
ant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity,” Chief-Justice Shea, of the Marine 
Court, took the chair and delivered an ad- 
dress in which he gave an interesting history 
of theinstitution. It was an institution, he said, 
not possessed either by Paris or London, and one 
of which every citizen of New-York should feel 
proud. Mr. D. Greenberger, Principal of the insti- 
tution, then exercised his pupils. They showed 
wonderful proficiency in lip-culture and ar- 
ticulation, understanding his words at a 
distance of 20 feet across the stage, and 
readily answering back in perfectly intelligi- 
ble words, pitched from the throat, the 
questions asked them. Illustrations of the manner 
in which beginners are first taught were next 
given, and then the classes were examined in. all 
the various branches of study as imparted in the 
public schools. They showed a thorough knowl- 
edge of arithmetic, penmanship,geography, history, 
and book-keeping,and several were conversant with 
the German tongue. The exercises altogether 
were exceedingly interesting, and tne efforts of the 
pupils were greeted with plaudits unheard by those 
whose proficiency had elicited them. During the 
exercises Miss Mary Shea, daughter of the Chief- 
Justice, sang, to the accompaniment of Signor 
Marzo, one of Gounod’s waltz songs, which was 
warmly encored. On the ist August next the in- 
stitution will remove to its handsome new home, 
occupying the entire front of the block between 
the Seventh Regiment Armory and the Normal

It was further 
urged that the appointment of the Faculty of the 
undergraduates’ department was in the of 
a contract, which could not be abrogated without 
their consent. The protest was received and en- 
tered on the minutes. In the discussion which 
followed it seemed to be the general opinion that 
an amendment to the by-laws was n in 
order to validate a resolution to abolish. On mo 
tion of Chancellor Crosby the obnoxious resoluti 
was reconsidered on the ground of its invalidity. Te 
was then laid over until Monday night next, wh 
it will be taken up, together with the proposition 
Dr. Crosby that that section of the by-laws esta 
lishing the academic department be amended 
by adding the words “that this department 
at any time be suspended by the Council.” "Tha 
hope was expressed that no action whatsoever 
should be taken on Monday night unless every 
member of the Council is present. % 

Secretary Martin, in speaking of the proposed 
revolution, said if the academic department was 
suspendéd @ post-graduate course on politicalsci- 
ence would be substituted, which should be su- 
perior to any similar course in thé world. The 
medical school of the university has now a mem- 
bership of between 600 and 700 pupiis, and was ac- 
counted one of the best in the land. Thelawschool 
is increasing in importance and value, and to-day 
has 80 pupils. There was every reason to believe 
that a third school—that of political science 
would be as successful as the other two schools. 

A special meeting of the Alumni Association of 
the university has been called for to-night, in the 
University Building, at 7:80 o’clock. 
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MUSEUM OF: NATURAL: HISTORY.

MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES—THE sUNDAY 
QUESTION . STILL’ OPEN. 

The Trustees of the American Museum of 
Natural History held a meeting last evening in the 
residence of Mr. Robert Colgate, one of their nunx 
ber, to consider matters of business relating to the 
museum, one of the most interesting topics being 
the proposed opening of the museum on Sundays. 
A number of petitions for public admission on Sun 
days to the Metropolitan Museum of Artand to the 
American Museum of Natural History \were somd 
time since addressed to the Park - Commis- 
sioners, the first named.of these institutions 
being in Central Park .and the last named in Man- 


hattan-square. The Commissioners in each instance 
referred the petitions to the Trustees of the re 
spective museums. The Trustees of the Museum 
of Art appointed a committee to consider the sub- 
ect, and last night the Trustees of the Museum of 
NaturakHistory appointed a similar committee, with 
authority to confer with the Art Committee. The 
committee designated last night consists of 
R. Pyne, Chairman; J. M. Constable, Morris 
Jesup, Adrian Iselin, and D. Jackson Steward. Na 
expression of opinion on the subject of Sunday 
openings was made in the meeting. 

The stees of the Museum of Natural History. 
are sanguine that:|jthe museum willteré many 
years takerank among the best of its kind'in the 
world. The objects and specimens in the museum 
are all the gifts of private individuals, and in 
order to fecure their proper preservation, 
and facilitate the means by, which the 
public may appreciate them, the Trustees 
have had two bills passed by the present Legisla- 
ture, both of which are now awaiting the approval 
of the Governor. The first of these bills empow- 
ers the Board of Estimate and Apportionment ta 
set apart the sum of $50,000 in 1881 and a like sumy 
in 1882 to complete the entrances to Central Park 
at Seventy-seventh and KEighty-first streets ou 
the. Eighth-avenue side, and to put the roadways 
and approaches to the Museum of Natural History 
in proper condition. At present itis-reached only 
by a rickety wooden bridge overthe low grounds 
surrounding it. The other bill referred'to abov¢ 
authorizes the Park Commissioners to make a con: 
tract with the Trustees of the museum for the re- 
pair and maintenance of the museum building and 
its appurtenances, and sets apart not more than 
$20,000 yearly through the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment for the purpose. These bills were 
drafted by the Trustees, were approved by the 
Park Commissioners, by the Mayor, and by the 
Controller, and were passed by unanimous votes 
in both houses‘of the Legislature. The Trustees 
will shortly lay their request before Gov.

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LOCAL TAXATION OF VESSELS. 


LETTER FROM SECRETARY BLAINE FAVOR 
ING ITS REMOVAL WHEN THE SHIPS ARR 
ENGAGED IN THE FOREIGN TRADE. 

Secretarv Blaine has written the following 


letterto Representative Russell, of Massachusetts: 


Wasnuineton, May 2, 1881. 

The Hon, William A, Russell, M. C., Lawrence, Mase.: 

My Dear Srm: The removal of local taxation 
from vessels engaged in the foreign carrying trade 
would be an immense help in the effort to revive 
American commerce. Since our conversation in 
regard to a bill to that effect now pen ore 
the Massachusetts Legislature, Lhave felt. impelled 
to write you a word, in the hope that I may quicken 
your zeal in urging its passage. I? ships in the for- 
eign trade of the United States can be taxed, as in 
other countries, upon their incomes and not — 
their cost, I think a great step would be en 
in the right direction. No person paying taxes 
on other property need complain of an unfair dis- 
crimination, because if we can encourage ship- 
building in this way we will secure an income tax; 
whereas, if we do not quickly do something to de- 
velop our navigation interest we shall be utterly 
driven from the sea by our wiser and more far- 
sighted rivals. In other words, it would be better 
to have the navigation property made prosperous 
under a wise system of taxation than to have it 


entirely disappear under an unwise — There 


need be no jealousy on the the coasting 
trade, because that is confined to American vVes- 
sels, and those engaged in it are all sailing under 
the same conditions, and have only to encounter 
a fair and honorable competition among them- 
selves. But American ships in the foreign trade 
do not sail under the same conditions with ships of 
European countries. We place burdens and costs 
and taxes upon our vessels from which vessels of 
foreign countries are exempt. In short, we 
them down with exactions and oppressions, and 
then rub our eyes and wonder that American shipa 
do not hold their own in the international contest 
for the trade of the world. There is not a.man- 
ufacturing interest in New-England or any other 
part of the United States that would not be swept 
out of existence if subjected to the same 
conditions that for years have — 
American shipping. I believe the vern- 
ment of the United States speedily re- 
move every tax, restriction, and discriminatio 
which by its authority stands in the way of Ameri- 
cancommerce. To that end I shallfassiduously la- 
bor. But the movement in Massachusetts is more 
important than any step hitherto taken for our 
ship-building and commercial interests. I 
trust it will succeed. The example would be fol- 
lowed in other commonwealths, and we should 
soon have a race between the commércial States 
as to which could do the most in the way of licht- 
ening the burden’ upon our navigation interests. 
When that form of rivalry becomes active the day 
for our commercial supremacy will have dawned,

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THE WHITTAKER CASE.

AN EFFORT TO BRING THE TRIAL TO AN END 


—THE MICROSCOPIC EXPERT. 
Col. Morrow offered for the consideration of 
his associate members on the Whittaker court- 


martial yesterday the following preamble and reso- 
lation: 

Whereas, The proceedings of this court have been 
protracted to an almost unparalleled length and at 
great expense to the Government; therefore 

' Resolved, That, with a view to curtailing these ex- 
penses and bringing our proceedings to a conclusion 
at as early a day as practicable, the court will here- 
after limit the party introducing witnesses to two 
hours in “he examination in chief and a similar length 
of time for cross-examination, and that the conclud- 
ing arguments of counsel be limited to six nuurs each, 
while on:y one counsel shall be heard ona slue. 

The Colonel explained that his reason for offer- 
{ng this was if possible to bring the trial to a ciose 
within a reasonable life-time. {Laughter.] 

Ex-Goy. Chamberlain said that he had a number 
of medical witnesses whose examination he 


thought would require a. least three hours. He 
suggested that the time be extended from two to 
three hours. ‘The court agreed to take the matter 
into consideration. 

Judge-Advyocate Gardner then continued his 
eross-examination of Dr. Piper, the micrescopic 
expert from Chicago, in the course of which he 
went into a detailed examination of many points 
Eeoraced exclusively within the science of optics. 

he witness testified, in regard to his microscopic 
drawings, that they were correct to the one ten- 
millionth of an inch, a degree of fineness which the 
Judge-Advocate declared was so marvelous that 
he could not believe it. Hehad made drawings of 
blood corpuscles to the uumber of at least 40,000, 
and supposed he must have made as many as 600 
or 700 to a day. notwithstanding the nicety required 
to outline each’corpuscle. As tothe length of time 
required in drawing one of these corpuscles, the 
witness testily declared that he couldn't tell— 
couldn’t give any idea whatever. 

Col. Morrow—Now, Major Gardner, tell me, for 
my own information, what the object is of all this 
examination in optics. 

Judge-Advocate—To show that the witness is not 
the microscopic expert he professes fo be. 

Col. Morrow—-Well, will it be necesaary for this 
expert to bring in other experts to satisfy the court 
that he is an expert’? If so, where will this allend? 

Judge-Advocate—As he has given such minute 
information in regard to the revelations of the 
microscope, it is necessary for me to know some- 
thing of that basis on which his knowledge and ma- 
nipulation of the instrument are grounded. ; 

The Judge-Advocate was again interrupted; this 
time by Gen. Miles, who remarked thet the court 
had noticed that a member of the Bar was engaged 
in suggesting questions to be put by the prosecut- 
ing officer. This was not considered proper, and 
the practice should cease. The Judge-Advocate re- 
plied that in conducting an examination into 
scientific matters he had aright toseek informa- 
tion from any quarter. He believed that it was 
customary for counsel todo this in such cases, 
After consulting with his associates, Gen. Miles an- 
nounced that if the gentleman to whom allusion 
had been made was acting with the Judge- 
Advocate as a lawyer, objection would be 
made to his presence; if merely as 
Bp scientific expert, then the court would 
not object. Asamatter of fact Mr. Park Benja- 
min, who was referred to, had already been re- 
tained as associate counsel to assist in the crogs- 
examination of this witness. No further objec- 
tion was made, therefore, as he resumed his seat 
at the Judge-Advocate’s side. The cross-examina- 
tion Of Dr. Piper was concluded a few minutes 

fterward, and the re-direct was begun by ex-Goy. 
hamberlain. Inthe course of it Dr. Piper testi- 
fied that he had never heard any reports reuecting 
on his moral character, his intellectual soundness, 
or his professional skill. He was then dismissed, 
and the court adjourned until 11 o’clock to-day.

The rea- 
sons given by Senator Yoorurzs for 
being disposed to vote>for the con- 
firmation of Roxzertson are sufficiently 
curious. After alluding to what he 
calls the ‘‘ Jeffersonian requirements’ of 
capacity and honesty which Judge RosBrrt- 
son is supposed to fulfill, he remarks that 
the office of Collector of the Port cannot be 
regarded as the mere appendage to the local 
politics of a single State. This, and more 
to the same purpose given out by 
the Indiana Senator, is perfectly true; 
but why, in. the name of common 
sense, does he fail to see that the President 
insists on making the office just such an ap- 
pendage by bestowing it without any pre- 
‘tense of public necessity on an adroit local 
‘politician who did him a very opportune 
service, and whom the business community 
of this or any other city would never have 
dreamed of naming for any such position ? 


Amid numerous evidences of Senatorial 
fatuity itis gratifying to find an exhibition 
of firmness and good sense in the action of 
the Judiciary Committee on the nomination 
of StanLey Matrnews. There was but one 
_vote--that of Lamar—in favor of confirma- 
tion, and six—Epmunps, Logan, INGALLs, 
McMiiian, Davin Davis, and Bay- 
akp—against it. This almost unani- 
mous ‘Tefusal to recommend Mar- 
THEWS to the Senate was evidently 
& surprise to his friends, but it ought to end 
his chances of judicial preferment. Neither 
on grounds of personal character nor public 
record can the nomination be defended, and 

. it is to be hoped that the claims of Mr. Mar- 
nwHEWS on the friendship of certain Demo- 
cratic Senators will not be allowed to coun- 
terbalance the adverse verdict of so stronga 
committee as that which has considered his 
gomination. 

A ETN A EARNS FT EEE . 

France’s Tunisian problem has proved un- 
expectedly easy. While nothing more has 
been heard of the anticipated rising in 
Algeria, the converging advance of the 
French columns has forced the Kroumirs to 
abandon without a blow their intrenched 
camp at Sidi Abdallah, the key of the whole 
Glistrict. Their choice now lies between a 
guerrilla warfare and absolute submission. 
But despite France’s plausible professions, 
her attitude toward Tunis is anything but 
reassuring. If the country is to be im- 
mediately evacuated, it is singular that a 
French steam-boat company should be in 
such a hurry to establish direct communica- 

tion between Tunis, Bizerta, and Marseilles. 
_4f France really «‘ respects the rights of the 


Porte,’’ her threat to fire upon the Turkish 
iron-clads which are now on their way to 
Tunis is a novel mode of showing it. If 
the Bey has ‘‘nothing to fear,”’ the quarter- 
ing of a strong force within 18 miles of his 
capital is hardly the way to convince him of 
the fact. Amid such demonstrations, no 
one can wonder that the Sultan should have 
‘‘addressed a note to the powers upon the 


threatening attitude of France.’’ 
—_—_—_—_—__ 


A dispatch to Berlin from Paris indicates 
the approaching indefinite adjournment of 
the Monetary Conference, ‘‘to give time for 
direct negotiations between the Governments 
on the basis of the conclusions reached by 
the conference.’’ But there is still great- 
er probability of an adjournment with- 
out reaching any conclusions whatever. 
The German delegates make no secret of the 
necessity which the German Government 
feels to maintain a currency in substantial 
harmony with that of England, ‘‘the mar- 
ket where all her accounts current are liqui- 
dated.’”” Any such sentiment on the part of 
Germany makes an agreement in the con- 
ference, so far as concerns unlimited coinage 
of legal-tender silver, entirely impracticable.

The annual report of the Chamber of 
Commerce is largely occupied with the 
record of discussions over the railroad trans- 
portation question, and the position of the 
chamber is defined with the same clearness 
as ever, while the hope is confidently ex- 
pressed that ‘‘corporations will not long 
be permitted to override the rights of 
individuals or communities.’ In regard to 
the work of the Monetary Conference the 
views of the chamber are equally decided. 
The interests of the United States asa silver- 
producing country are held to be greatly 
outweighed by its broader commercial and 
industrial interests, which demand a stable 
monetary standard. It is declared that, ‘‘ in 
spite of legislation to the contrary, gold 
will remain in the future, as it has 
ever been in the past, the one standard 
of value,’’ and the corference is urged to 
confine its labors to agreeing upon a gold 
coin to be of equal weight and fineness in 
each country, whether called a sovereign, a 
napoleon, or a half-eagle, and thus avoiding 
the constant necessity of recoinage in the 
international exchange of gold. To this it 
will be desirable to add, at the proper time, 
an appeal to Congress to repeal the mis- 
chievous legislation which sustains the 
depreciated and worse than useless silver 
dollar. : 


Whatever truth there may be in the 
guesses about the probable nominations to 
be sent by Mayor GracE to the Board of 
Aldermen to-day, they are constructed on a 
sufficiently low estimate of Mr. Gracn’s 
standard of fitness for public office. 
Two, if not three, of the reported 
nominations are utterly unfit to be 
made. To nominate Henry D. Purroy, a 
rowdy politician of the lowest order, as Fire 
Commissioner would be a thoroughly dis- 


‘graceful act, and certainly none the less so 


if it should happen to be prompted by West- 
chester influence and to be not remotely 
connected with the attitude of the Sen- 
ate in regard to the Mayor’s street- 
cleaning bill. To nominate Wiziiam A. 
Boyp, now Corporation Attorney, for the 
important position of Tax Commissioner 
would be equally an insult to the re- 
spectable portion of this community. 
Boyp has neither the character nor 
ability required for such a_ position, 
being simply a_ professional politician 
and office-seeker of the ordinary Tammany 
standard, with as little pretense to being 
either scrupulous or principled as the com- 
mon run of his fellow-workers, Hiscousin, 
Henry H. Porter, who has been ‘‘slated’’ 
for Commissioner of Charities, is not, in any 
sense, a more reputable appointment. Alto- 
gether, the reported list of nominations 
would be a curious way of demonstrating 
the Mayor’s fitness to be intrusted with en- 
larged powers. 


‘ POSTAL FRAUDS AND THE LAW. 


We have already pointed out that in the 
case of the fraudulent mail contracts there 
was a formal observance of the require- 
ments of the law. It by no means follows, 
however, that this formal compliance with 
the law excuses the perpetrators of the 
frauds or even renders their acts strictly 
legal. Of the extent to which they 
may have escaped the risk of the 
penalties attaching to the robbery 
of the Government it will be for the courts 
to judge, and we have no doubt that an 
early opportunity will be afforded to ob- 
tain a judicial decision of this interesting 
point. This is requisite, not only that justice 
may be done to the men who have concocted 
this scheme of rascality, but in order that 
any defect which may be discovered in the 
laws for the prevention and punishment of 
such offenses as theirs may be remedied as 
soon as possible. Meanwhile, we desire to 
call attention to certain provisions of the 
law which make it substantially impossible 
that the star route frauds should have been 
carried out to the extent that they have been 
without the culpable negligence or the cor- 
rupt complicity of several responsible offi- 
cers of the Government. 


The general authority of the Postmaster- 
General in regard to carrying the mails is 
very comprehensive. Section 3,965 of the 
Revised Statutes declares that the ‘‘ Post- 
master-General shall provide for carrying 
the mail on all post roads established by law 
as Often as he, having dus regard to pro- 
ductiveness and other circumstances, ,may 
think proper.”’ This general power is quali- 
fied and conditioned by the various sections 
of Chapter 8 of Title XLVI., relating 
to the postal service, which require, in the 
star routes, advertisements of considerable 
detail. The contracts are limited to four 
years, are to be given to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, and bids are to be accompanied 
with a guarantee that proper security for the 
performance of the contract will be fur- 
nished. An abstract of all proposals is to be 
made and kept in the department, and the 
original proposals are to be kept on 
file. Copies of the contracts are to be 
forwarded to the ~ Sixth Auditor of 
the Treasury Department. All bidders are 
held to their proposals until a contract has 
been duly executed and its performance 
commenced, and when there is a failure by 
the lowest bidder to furnish proper security 
or to commence his work, the. Postmaster- 
General must either contract with the next 


lowest bidder or advertise the service again. : 
The law further provides (section 8,958 


that ‘‘whenever it 
necessary to change 
the terms of an _ existing contract’’ 
(except in cases not at all in- 
volved in this star route business) ‘‘ notice, 
thereof shall be given and proceedings had 
thereon tlie same as at the letting of the orig- 
inal contracts.”” Section 8,963 further 
enacts that ‘‘no contractor, for transport- 
ing the mail within or between the United 
States and any foreign country, shall assign 
or transfer his contract, and all such assign- 
ments or transfers shall be null and void.” 


No one can read carefully these provisions 
of the law without perceiving that an honest 
observance of them would have made the 
star route frauds impossible. To mention 
only one feature: Contracts were not only 
transferred, but sub-contracts were made at 
figures far below the originals, and drafts 
were repeatedly and for a long period 
passed by the Sixth Auditor and duly 
paid, part for the services actually or 
nominally rendered, and part to original 
contractors without the slightest pretense 
that they had performed any service 
whatever beyond obtaining the contracts. 
By what juggle of interpretration the guilty 
officials in collusion with the mail robbers 
find authority for these transactions in the 
letter of the law we do not pretend to 
understand. But that an honest man in the 
office of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General, or an honest man in the office of 
the Sixth Auditor of the Treasury, 
could have been deceived .by any 
such interpretation, or could have 
gone on month after month and year after 
year openly giving his authority to this un- 
blushing division of the profits of fraud, is 
simply inconceivable. No one pretends that 
the laws can make frauds impossible when 


Revised Statutes) 
shall become 


there is dishonesty in the offices of the Gov-_ 


ernment. The most that the law can do is 
to make fraud very difficult where there 
is common capacity to detect and 
common honesty to resist it. This 
is plainly done by the postal laws. Some of 
their provisions are clearly too elastic. But 
if they were to be made to the last degree 
minute and stringent, they could not dis- 
pense with honesty in office. All adminis- 
tration is necessarily a trust, and the more 
important and the more extensive and effi- 
cient the work of administration is, the more 
necessary it becomes to lodge discretion 
somewhere. When the officials to whom 
this discretion is confided are rascals, the 
law is for the time being paralyzed. 


The exact value and significance of the 
law as a means of preventing fraud become 
apparent the moment an honest and capable 
man appears at the head of affairs. Had 
the star route ring persuaded Mr. Gar- 
FIELD to put some other man from New- 
York than Mr. James in his Cabinet, and 
had the ridiculous requirement of territorial 
distribution then been appealed to to install 
a second Kry in the Postmaster-General’s 
position, the law might have slept as 
harmless as ever between the neglected 
covers of the Revised Statutes. But the 
enactments which for years have been a 
dead letter are found to clothe Mr. James 
with all the power necessary to 
stop the career of the ring, and, 
in time, to secure a prompt, faith- 
ful, and effective service. The first step 
in that direction, however, was the enforced 
resignation of Brapy and the retirement of 
Frencu from the Postmaster’s office, to be 
followed by similar changes in the office. of 
the Treasury. The law can do very little to 
prevent a trusted scoundrel from betraying 
his trust. It can and does do all that is 
needed to enable an honest officer to per- 
form his duty. 


| THE GOVERNMENT CLERKSHIPS. 


In the Senate, yesterday, a resolution was 
offered calling on the heads of several execu- 
tive departments for the names of all the 
clerks and other emploves in the respective 
departments, together with the date of their 
appointment, the State to which each is 
charged, and the names of the persons on 
whose recommendation each was appointed. 
As the resolution-was laid over, and no 
debate took place, no explanation of its 
purpose was made. But the resolution 
is in terms precisely similar to several 
which have been adopted by one or the 
other branch of Congress at various times. 
There is among Congressmen an undying 
jealousy of each other, arising from the 
belief that certain of their number have too 
large a share of the executive patronage 
which is dribbled out in petty clerkships. 
There is a determination on the part of 
some Congressmen to draw geographical 
lines through all of the executive depart- 
ments, insisting that each State shall have its 
full ‘‘quota’’ of clerkships. Once a Repre- 
sentative solemnly urged that, as each State 
was obliged to furnish its full quota of 
troops engaged in putting down the rebel- 
lion, the distribution of the petty patronage 
should be conducted on an equally rigid 
basis of apportionment. 


Another complaint is that certain Sena- 
tors are chargeable with more appointments 
in the departments than the Representatives 
from their States. In this way it is explained 
that if the State has exceeded its quota, the 
Senators, or the senior Senator, is responsible 
for the excess, which has been bestowed 
upon him in recognition of his ‘‘ primacy.”’ 
The length of service of the clerks is another 
matter for serious debate. It has been dis- 
covered, since the disturbance in the Interior 
Department, caused by the appointment of 
141 extra clerks, that there are many 
men in that branch of the public ser- 
vice who have been in place more 
than thirteen years. Doubtless, to the aver- 
age politician, it is a gross violation of the 
principles which should govern a partition 
of official patronage that any man should 
keep ‘his place for so longa time as this. 
The average Congressman believes that 
there should be a shaking-up of the depart- 
ments once in a while, and that the men 
who have been at the desks for several years 
should be shaken out, and their places given 
to others. The hostility with which many 
Congressmen regard any approach to a per- 
manent civil service, as creating ‘‘an aristo- 
cratic class,’’ really springs from an apprehen- 
sion that unless changes are frequently masde 
there will be only a slight chance for an 
honest and grateful Congressman to get his 
friends the clerkships which he has promised 
them, If the average duration of the term 


of a department clerk’s service should be 
thirteen years, what chance has a Congress- 
man to get anything for his friends? He 
may be a Congressman for only two, four, or 
possibly six years, and he comes first and 
goes away finally before the official life of 
the clerk has fairly begun. 

All this is very sordid and mean when it 
becomes a topic for anxious discussion 
among Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress. But itis just this kind of business 
that engrosses a large part of a Congress- 
man’s time and energy. A Congressman is 
nothing whatever if he is not an office- 
monger. And the changes which have been 
wrought in the system of Governmental 
clerkships are mainly chargeable to the im- 
portunities of Congressmen, rather than to 
the real needs of the service. Until lately, 
the Government clerkships were, as a mass, 
divided into classes, numbering from the 
bottom. Thus the first class clerks were paid 
$1,200 a year; the second class, $1,400; the 
third class, $1,600, and the highest, or fourth 
class, $1,800. From the report published 
in Tue Tres, it appears that the new re- 
vision of the Pension Bureau service pro- 
vides for twenty clerks at $2,000, which is 
$200 higher than any of the clerks have 
heretofore received. Latterly, moreover, 
there have been established lower grades of 
clerkships, a few annual salaries being fixed 
as low as $840. Under. the new law the 
grades range as follows: $660, $720, $900, 
$1,000, $1,200, $1,400, $1,600, $1,800, and 
$2,000 perannum: It is easy to see how 
this: multiplication of grades adapts the 
system to the wants of the politician. It 
suits every capacity. Like the anxious 
dealer’s suit of clothes, ‘‘ it is large enough 
for any man, small enough for any boy.” 


Secretary Kirkwoop, with admirable 
energy, having 141 of these assorted clerk- 
ships at his disposal, forthwith fills them up 
with raw recruits, leaving a few only for 
the advancement of men who have already 
had long experience in the department. It 
was not in accordance with sound civil ser- 
vice rules that so large a number of clerks 
should have been appointed without com- 
petitive examinations. The pressing need 
of the public service, it was urged, forbade 
the tedious examinations which might 
have been expected under ordinary 
circumstances. But this excuse will not 
hold good in defense of the action of the 
Secretary in putting the new men into the 
very highest class of appointments. If 
great dispatch was necessary in making the 
appointments, it is evident that the public 
business might have been better promoted 
by putting trained clerks into the newly 
created two-thousand-dollar places rather 
than by giving these to new men. By 
making appointments to the highest sal- 
aried positions, instead of placing the 
new men at the bottom of the list, 
and filling the higher places’ by 
regular promotion, the Secretary has not 
only done an injustice toa deserving class 
of public servants, but he has violated one 
of the fundamental principles of civil ser- 
vice reform. The pay of the Government 
clerks is not large. To men actively engaged 
in the concerns of life it is a puzzle why so 
many apply for these situations. And, so 
long as the public service is considered as a 
field for political foragers and office brokers, 
it is not a service in which high-minded and 
honorable men will find congenial employ- 
ment. 


THE DUTY OF THE TWENTY-ONE. 


The Committee of Twenty-one, which 
undertook the task of obtaining the legisla- 
tion necessary to secure clean streets for this 
City, held ameeting on Saturday last and 
decided to adhere to its uncompromising 
position in favor of its original bill. This 
shows in effect a determination to accom- 
plish the purpose in hand in its own way 
or to defeat it altogether. Inasmuch as the 
committee was appointed in behalf of the 
citizens to secure certain practical results, 
and not to secure the passage of a particular 
bill or to insist on a special method of se- 
curing those results, an obstinate persist- 
ence in this determination will be a 
virtual betrayal of the trust reposed 
in its members. If they help to 
defeat all action by the Legislature 
because thef cannot carry things precisely 
as they wish, they will have to share with 
the unfaithful members of the Assembly the 
responsibility for a continuance of the pres- 
ent system of keeping the streets filthy and 
all the consequences that may follow there- 
from. What was demanded at the first 
citizens’ meeting in March, when the 
Committee of Twenty-one was ap- 
pointed, was ‘‘a separate department 
under a single, responsible head,’ and 
a system under which ‘‘fitnmess and not 
politics shall govern the appointment of em- 
ployes.”” That is demanded still. The 
committee, in conjunction with the Mayor 
and his legal advisers, devised a bill, not 
creating a ‘‘separate department under a 
single responsible head,’”’ but vesting the 
powers and duties of street-cleaning directly 
in the Mayor, who was to have full authority 
in appointing and removing a Superintend- 
ent. This united a sound principle and an 
unsound one in the same measure, but it 
promised to effect the results at which the 
people were aiming, and the necessity for 
prompt action being urgent, there was a 
very general acquiescence in the committee’s 
demand for the passage of the bill. It went 
promptly through the Senate, but the poli- 
ticians, distrustful of Mayor Grace and 
alarmed at a prospective loss of patronage, 
stopped it in the Assembly. 


We shall not cease to condemn the action 
of those members of the Assembly who 
thwarted the wishes of their constituents 
and defeated the committee’s bill, but we 
recognize the fact that the committee’s bill 
is defeated and its work is yet undone. The 
delay that has been occasioned is most exas- 
perating, but one of its effects, which cannot 
be ignored, is that the original bill no longer 
stands in a position of special advantage 
for securing prompt action. The disagree- 
ment of the two branches of the Legislature 
has led to a conference through committees, 
and in their meetings a substitute for the 
original bill has been proposed. In its 
present form it proposes a ‘‘separate de- 
partment under a single responsible head,”’ 
and therein it is an improvement 
on the original measure and in accord 
with the demand of the citizens at the Coop- 
er Institute meeting. But in correcting the 
fault of the committee’s bill it also trans- 


sponsibility in the Mayor in respect to the 
appointment. and removal of the head of 
the department, But this fault is by no 
means fatal to the bill; it may be ques- 
tioned whether, under the circumstances, 
it is serious; and it is possible that in prac- 
tice it would prove apparent only. Mayor 
Gracz is anxious that the Street-cleaning 
Department shall be wholly his own, and he 
objects to submitting his appointment to 
two members of the Board of Health for 
their approval. If the practical work of 
administering the department were left in 
his hands, as originally intended, he would 
be fully justified in his objection to 
a qualification of the power of appoint- 
ment and removal of the Superintendent. 
But the case is materially changed when it is 
proposed to make the department ‘“‘ sepa- 
rate’? and measurably independent. The 
Committee of Twenty-one, if the dispatch 
of its Chairman to the Chairman of the Sen- 
ate conference committee last week was au- 
thorized, is willing to concede the separate de- 
partment under a Commissioner, but insists 
on the undivided power of the Mayor to 
appoint and remove. 


We have no hesitation in saying that 
while the Carpenter substitute in its present 
form is not free from objection, it is, on the 
whole, preferable to the committee’s orig- 
inal bill, which we were quite willing to 
see adopted and still believe the Assembly 
should have agreed to. It gives us the 
‘‘separate department under a_ single 
responsible head,’’ with all the powers 
necessary for the work to be done. 
While it qualifies the Mayor’s power 
of appointment and removal by requiring 
the approval of at least two members of the 
Board of Health, there is no reason for an- 
ticipating that this will seriously impair the 
efficiency of the department. The President 
of the Police Commission and the Health 
Officer of the Port are the political mem- 
bers of the board, if any there be. There 
is no doubt that the medical members 
would give their approval to any good 
appointment, in which political considera- 
tions were ignored, and that they would con- 
sent to a removal for which there was 
proper cause. Itis explicitly provided that 
removal may be made for cause without 
trial or a prolonged hearing. In fact, the 
qualification of the appointing and removing 
power is a slight one, so far as practical re- 
sults are concerned, and is in the nature of 
a safeguard that may be needed. The 
bill in its present form promises quite as 
much as thut of the committee, and there is 
some chance that it may be agreed to if the 
committee will withdraw its opposition. 
This is a practical and not a sentimental 
question. It isa question of clean streets 
and public health, and not of ab- 
stract theories in Municipal adminis- 
tration. Where there are _ differences 
such as have developed between ~ the 
Senate and Assembly, there must be more or 
less of concession and compromis eas to meth- 
ods in order to-secure practical results at all. 
If the Committee of Twenty-one continues 
obstinate, and succeeds in inducing the 
Senate to adhere to the original bill and con- 
sent to no other, it will be responsible quite 
as much as the Assemblymer who were so 
vigorously denounced at the Steinway Hall 
meeting for the continuance of the present 
broken-down and inefficient system of street- 
cleaning. 


HUNTING ICEBERGS. 


The man who invents a new and innocent 
sport deserves better of his race than the 
man Who does a variety of other things. 
Especially is the inventor of a new sport to 
be commended when bis invention enables 
us to turn to a good use something which 
has hitherto been useless. Of such is the 
anonymous philanthropist who has lately 
brought to the knowledge of the owners of 
steam yachts the new and exciting sport of 
iceberg hunting. ~ 

Anything more useless than a steam 
yacht looked at froma yachting point of 
view can hardly be imagined. The whole 
pleasure of yachting lies in sailing one’s 
yacht, just as the pleasure of horseback 
riding lies in managing one’s horse. The 
yacht is not designed as a machine for car- 
rying a man from one place to another. If 
a yachtsman wishes to go from New-York 
to Newport, he cannot do better than to 
take the railway or the steam-boat; and if he 
wishes to go to Europe, there are steam-ships 
which will carry him more quickly, com- 
fortably, and safely than his yacht can carry 
him. If he wants to cruise to New- 
port, primarily for the sake of sailing, 
and with only a secondary view to 
reaching Newport, he will cruise in his 
yacht and enjoy himself immensely, buf as 
a yachtsman his pleasure will be found in the 
cruise, and not in the mere use of his yacht 
asa means of locomotion. But the owner 
of a steam yacht knows nothing of the de- 
lights of amateur seamanship. Mis craft is 
simply a machine for transporting its owner 
from one point to another. To cruise in a 
steam yacht is little better than cruising in 
a palace car, and the one calls for just about 
as much seamanship as the other. Andthen 
what can be more absurd than a race be- 
tween two steam yachts. Skill and courage 
have nothing to do with it. The race 
is won by the yacht with the best lines and 
the most powerful machinery, and is noth- 
ing more than a competitive test of two ma- 
chines, The steam yacht, being thus utterly 
unfit for yachting, has hitherto been regard- 
ed by yachtsmen as the most useless and in- 
excusable of craft, but now there comes a 
boid and original man, who, if he is not a 
true yachtsman, certainly has a keen instinct 
for sport, and who has summoned his brother 
steam yacht owners to the exciting chase of 
the wild and dangerous iceberg. 


During the Spring and early Summer 
quantities of icebergs are brought down by 
the arctic current from the polar regions, 
and lie in wait for vessels in the North At- 
lantic. They are more dangerous to vessels 
than the Indian tigers are to travelers in 
India,- and their extermination would be of 
enormous benefit to the world. It is pro- 


posed that a fleet of steam yachts should- 
leave this port during the next three months” 


in order to hunt icebergs in the region of 
the Banks of Newfoundland, where they 
make their lairin Summer. On sighting an 
ieeberg an attack will be made upon it by 


‘men armed with drills, and when a suf- 


ficiently large hole is made in its surface it 
will be filled with dynamite and the ice- 


berg blown into small pieces, It is hoped 


that the hunters will be able not only to 
destroy every iceberg that has already 
reached the banks, but to intercept others 
on their way from the north. If this is 
done the greatest danger to which ocean 
steamers are exposed will- be removed and 
the safety of ocean travelers will be greatly 
increased. 


There is no doubt that rare sport can be 
had in hunting icebergs. The hunter, if he 
is to leeward of aniceberg, can detect its 
chilling influence upon the air long before 
the object of his search comes in sight. By 
thus carefully stalking icebergs they can be 
approached without causing them the least 
alarm until the hunter is in a position to 
make his attack. Ferocious as the iceberg 
is whena vessel comes within its grasp, it 
is peculiarly slow and unwieldy, and cannot 
possibly seek safety in flight when its pur- 
suer is within sight of it. The only way in 
which it can defend itself is to roll over on 
the hunter’s vessel and crush her with its 
dead weight. Great care will be necessary 
on the part of the hunter to guard against 
this form of attack, but with caution and 
skill an iceberg may be hunted without any 
more danger than attaches to the chase of 
lions or -tigers. Our courageous steam 
yachtsmen will, of course, be sometimes in 
positions of imminent danger, but were 
there no danger in hunting icebergs half 
the pleasure of the sport would be wanting. 


Numerous as icebergs are in their season, 
it will not be long before they will be com- 
pletely driven away from the region of the 
Banks if they are hunted with assiduity. 
The sport will undoubtedly become a popu- 
lar one, and will be pursued every Summer 
by constantly increasing numbers of hunts- 
men. Men who cannot afford steam yachts 
will charter steam tugs, and endeavor to de- 
stroy icebergs by firing at them with how- 
itzers, and small-boys from Nova Scotia will 
run away to hunt icebergs with row-boats. 
The result will be that in the course of two 
or three years the icebergs will become so 
shy that they will never venture below the 
northerly limit of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


We shall then hear a demand for an inter- 


national iceberg law for the preservation of 
the game. The hunters will insist that there 
shall be a close season for icebergs—extend- 
ing, say, from the ist of April to the last of 
May—so that sportsmen can feel sure that 
the game will not be utterly exterminated. 
Thus in time the very sportsmen who orig- 
inally had for their aim the extermination of 
icebergs will be found clamoring for the pro- 
tection of icebergs, and the last state of the 
North Atlantic will be as bad, in point of 
ice, as the first. 
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From a letter recently written by Mrs. 
Lupg.ine, the mother of the unfortunate FreEp- 
ERICK LUDELING, Who was assassinated some weeks 
ago in Louisiana, it is proved more strongly than 
ever thatthe crime in question was purely polit- 
ical in its origin. Tne father of the young man is 
the well-known and deservedly respected Repub- 
lican leader, Judge Lupriime. His own life has 
more than once been in danger because of his 
politics, and Mrs. Luprzrne has no hesitation 
in saying that her boy’s murder was due 
entirely to the fact that he took active 
part against the Democrats and that he had always 
warmly advocated the political and other rights of 
the negroes. The circumstances attending the 
assassination, as they are simply and concisely 
told by Mrs. LupEting, leaye no doubt as to the mo- 
tives which prompted it. Those circumstances 
may be briefly detailed. Davin Wattacz,a col- 
ored man living on the Ludeling plantation, was 
engaged to be married to a colored woman living 
on the farm of Frank P. Stusss, an ardent Demo- 
cratic sympathizer. To move the baggage of his 
intended wife and to take her to a 
place where the marriage ceremony could be 
performed, Wattace borrowed two wagons be- 
longing to Judge LupELtne, and with them drove 
to the Stubbs plantation. Upon arriving there, 
however, and commencing to load the wagons with 
the boxes and bundies of the woman, the overseer 
of the place,a man named MicHENoR, with many 
curses, ordered him and a friend who was with 
him to take themselves off the premises. This or- 
der was accompanied with threats of such a char- 
acter that the colored men, believing their 
lives to be in danger, made haste to get 
away from the plantation, "leaving the wagons 
behind them. Hearing of what had occurred, 
shortly afterward, Freprrick LUDELING, with a 
companion, went over to the Stubbs estate and 
asked for his property. He was met by the over- 
seer, MicHENoR, and a number of friends, who, 
after some parley, called him ‘a —— —— nigger- 
loving Radical.” To this he replied in fitting terms, 
and immediately Micuenor and his companions, 
holding that they had been ‘“‘insulted,” riddled 
“the Radical” with buck-shot. He fell to the 
ground dead, another victim to White League hate. 
Of course, there was atrial. Of late the Southern 
Democrats have been particularly careful to observe 
all the forms of law. It was clearly shown that 
young Lupeg.ine had been murdered and his com- 
panion severely wounded. It was also shown that 
Mr. Stuszs and his friend and overseer MicHENOR 
disliked the Luprenrmnes because they had tried to 
exercise their political rightsin the neighborhood, 
and because they knew of some very suspicious 
business transactions of the former. There is not 
the least probability that any one will be punished 
for the cold-blooded crime which has been com- 
mitted. To quote from the local paper, ‘A bond 
of $2,000 was asked by the Justice. It was given 
without trouble, and the parties are now at large.” 
The life of a Radical more or less doeS not count 
for much in the eyes of the average Louisiana 
Justice.

It will be remembered that. when the British 
obtained possession of Kabul after the severe fight- 
ing at Charasiab and around the cantonments of 
Gherpur, the victors found themselves face to face 
with a problem almost as difficult as the question 
about the best way of turning, by gun and bayonet, 
wild, freedom-loving mountaineers into docile, 
civilized beings, ready and willing to accept the in- 
terference of white-faced strangers in their af- 
fairs. After sending SHere Att into an exile which 
broke his heart,'they demolished the Gceernment 
set up by his son, Yakoozg Khan, and had to decide 
whether it would be wiser to appoint a new native 
ruler or proclaim Queen Vicrorta Empress of 
Afghanistan, much in the same manner as, two 
years before, she had been proclaimed the Kaiser-i- 
Hind by Lord Lytton on the plains before the bat- 
tered walls of Delhi. There were plenty of aspi- 
rants for the vacant musnud or throne. There 
were Afghan Shahzades, Khans, and Sirdars who 
were willing enough to accept the offer of supreme 
power, even at the risk of being murdered and 
deposed next day. But it would have been 
better for the peace of Afghanistan to pro- 
claim the country an appanage of the British 
Empire right off than to have anything to do with 
these ephemeral potentates; so the great intellects 
of the Indian civil service were laid together to de- 
vise a way outof the difficulty, and at last Mr. 
LEPEL GRIFFIN, & promising but pretentious young 
Bengal civil servant, discovered an eligible heir to 
the Kabul musnud. Those who know the jealousy 
England bears to Russian enterprise in Central Asia 
were astonished to find that the nominee to the 
throne was chosen not within the realms of Af- 
ghanistan, but from the regions conquered by Gen. 
Kavurrmann and his legions. Still more were they 
astonished when they saw that the man upon whom 
Mr. Leret Grirri had laid his hands was, and had 
been for years, a Russian pensioner. Yet, neverthe- 
less, such was the case, for AnpURRAuMAN Khan, 
after fying from the intriguing cabals at Kabul, 
fled to Bokhara fifteen years ago, where he and his 
family had to be dependents upon the clemency of 
the Czar. His relations with Russia would bring 
him into trouble if the Bawlinsonian school of

English politicians could only have their way. 
When he was invited to Kabul, he naturally left bis 
family behind. Now that affairs have become 
somewhat settled in the Afghan capital, he, equally 
az naturally, desired that his family snould join 
him. His wife, or wives, and children are now on 
their way to Kabul from Bokhara, accompanied by 
a Russian escort. Although Lord Rrron, the Vice- 
roy of India, and Lord Hartineron profess ta 
know nothing of this fact, there is no reason why 
it should not be true. It fs natura! that Appur 
RAHMAN should wish to have his family around him; 
it is natural that they should be escorted by the sol- 
diers of the nation which has supported them for 
years, and it would be unnatural to expect that 
ABDURRAHMAN should, even to suit the jealousy of 
English alarmists, abandon all communications 
whatever with a power to which he was so muck 
indebted in his time of direst need.

The very much mixed social world of Wash- 
ington 1s again disturbed by a question which from 
different stand-points may be regarded asa very 
grave oravery ridiculous and nonsensical one. 
This time the dispute is not in regard to the fre- 
quency with which the wife of the President shall 
hold receptions and who she shall invite to them, 
but as to the number and class of people the 
wives of the Cabinet officers shall call upom 
“personally” or “by card.” On the one hand 
it is claimed by certain tuft-hunting upstarts that it 
is the duty of “ the ladies of the Cabinet’ to return 
the calls of people of all sorts, officials, residents, 
and visitors from a distance who goto the capital 
for a short time during the gay season. Again, on 
the other side it is claimed that no visits save those 
of Senators and other prominent officials and their 
wives, or of the most intimate friends, should 
be returned “in person,” and that all 
other social ‘obligations of the sort should 
he returned “by card.” Upon this point Mrs. 
DAHLGREN, who ought to be an authority, in her 
book on the social etiquette of the capital, makes 
the following comment, as seasonable now as at 
any other time: ‘* We understand that the Cabinet 
of tne incoming Administration, alarmed at the 
heavy burdens borne by their predecessors, con- 
template making some change in regard to the per- 
sonal return of visits. But it seems to us that any 
departure from the hitherto established usage 
must be made by common consent to be well re- 
ceived or effective. This change doubtless could 
be brought about if the wives of all the 
leading functionaries of state would publish a 
card defining their position in such a way asto 
make it evident that no personal discourtesy wag 
intended, but rather the reverse.”” This seems to 
be sensible advice, and might safely be followed in 
the solution of the question now agitating the 
fashionable world of the capital. At all events, 
some means of relief should be found for the un- 
fortunate wivesof public men who, according ta 
the prevailing custom, are obliged to spend the 
greater part of their days calling upon people 
whose names and faces they have the utmost diffi- 
culty in remembering. 
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During these vernal afternoons, especially 
when they are radiant with sunshine, Fifth-avenue 
is thronged with carriages, mostly private, all the 
way from Washington-square to Fifty-ninth-street. 
There is hardly room for them, so great is the num- 
ber, the double line, up and down, being hardly 
broken at any one point. Many of the equipages 
are strikingly handsome, anf so costly as to show 
the prosperity of the times‘ and the luxury of New- 
Yorkers. To keep a carriage inthis City—anda 
large number of our citizens have half a dozen car- 
riages—requires so liberal an income as to be pre- 
sumptive evidence of ample wealth. Not afew 
men who would be thought very rich elsewhere 
are unwilling to set up a turnout here, feeling that 
they cannot afford it. During the last twoyears 
vast sums of money have been made in the Me- 
tropolis, the fact being manifest in the increased ex: 
pensiveness ofliving. Many who were very prosper 
ous have grown doubly prosperous, and not a few 
who had little now have much. At no time that we 


“ean remember has there been so imposing an array 


‘of fortunes on wheels as there is at present in our 
most fashionable thoroughfare, where it is easy te 
see that a considerable portion of the fortunate 
bave not long beenso. Takeit forall inall, the 
exhibition is magnificent and can scarcely be 
equaled in any of the European eapitzis. The sole 
cities that can properly be compared with New: 
York are London and Paris; and neither in Picca: 
dilly nor Hyde Park, in the Champs Elysées nor 
the Bois de Boulogne, is there, on the whole, so 
fine a show as is daily presented in the avenue and 
Central Park. It may not always be in the best of 
taste—no parade of wealthin any quarter of the 
world ever is—but it is certainly imposing, and it ia 
interesting to observe. Some of the new fashions 
are very noticeable—that of wearing flowers in ex- 
cess, forexample. Many of the women have their 
entire breast, from the waist up, covered with buda 
and blossoms—yellow Maréchal Neil roses predom- 
inating—so that they look as if they were bearing 
a garden-patch on their bosoms. 4A Frenchman 
once wrote a fantastic tale in which women and 
flowers were mutually convertible, changing from 
one into the other with the season. If he could 
see many of our dames and demoiselles rolling 
through these glorious afternoons of May 
he might think that the fancied .metamor- 
phosis had begun and been partially completed. 
Flowers are so much.worn that coachmen and 
footmen shine in them, carrying them in many- 
hued expanse at the buttoning point of their 
liveried coats. Where their masters or mistresses 
are in, mourning, they bear huge clusters of 
violets on their breasts, and show such solemaz 
faces, such grave deportment through an impres- 
sion of their consequence, that they seem to be by 
far the sincerest mourners. As @ panorama of the 
gay world, of pleasurable dissipation, of the 
pomp of wealth, Fifth-avenue and Central Park 
are just now deserving of attention. It will not 
last long, for early in June the rich, as well as the 
not rich, will begin to leaye the City for the hot 


months.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


SALVINI’S FAREWELL. 

Signor Salvini began last night, at the Acad- 
émy of Music, his farewell American engagement, 
and this engagement may be accepted for what it 
pretends to be, since it is not likely, under the cir- 
cumstances, that the great Italian actor will ever 
return to our etage. The engagement, therefore, 
‘s especially noteworthy, and should be treated 
with the attention and the deference that are due 
to an artist so truly a master of his art aud to an 
actor so remarkably and brilliantly gifted. The re- 
Hirement from our stage of Signor Salvini is equal 
toa great public loss, for it may regretfully be 
said, with Brutus, that we shall not look upon his like 
again. Heisthe one absolutely great representa- 
tive of tragedy in our day, the one man who 
can give expression to all the passion, all the 
power, and all the emotion that are embodied 
In the highest types of human nature. It should 
also be borne in mind that to lay too much stress 
upon the mé*e force of his genius is to lose sight of 
other qualities and beauties which distinguish his 
acting; if he is the most impassioned and robust of 
actors, he is also one of the most subtle, intellec- 
bual, and natural of actors, The minute and exact 
realism in his performances cannot be overpraised, 
and this presents a most delightful contrast to the 
tich glow and color of his emotion. His usual 
method of delivery and g»sture is, it seems to 
us, the perfection of natural tragic action— 
natural, that is to say, in its expressive 
variety, and, by the clear force of its 
truthfulness, striking and imposing. The 
fitst scene with the priest in ‘Ii Gladiatore,” the 
toliloguy in ‘“‘Hamlet,” the death scene in “La 
Mort Civile’—what astonishing and unforgetable 
sxamples these are of reality on the stage! And it 
would be an easy task to recall a score of other ex- 
amples, M. Emile Zola has recorded in one of his 
Bssays upon the drama that when Salvini gave his 
first performance at one of the Paris theatres in 
La Mort Civile,” he acted with a degree of truth- 
fulness that was altogether unknown on the French 
stage. Itisthe custom of many writers to extol 
the natural methods of French actors; but the 
performance of Saivini had little in common with 
those methods. M. Zola gives an entertain- 
Ipg account of one of .the actor’s scenes 
in “La Mort Civile,” a scene that is well 
known to our own public: “His entrance 
as a fugitivg convict, as a-humble and 
suffering man, restless and tortured in mind, is 

marvelous. But what struck me still more was the 
manner in which he told the long story of his es- 
rape. All at once, in the midst of the dramatic 
intensity of the scene, a vein of comedy appears; 
he lowers his voice, as though he might be over- 
heard; he carries on the narrative in the same 
veiled tone, growing slowly animated, however, 
and ending with a laugh at the thought of having 
#0 skillfully deceived his jailers. We have not a 
single actor of drama in France with intelli- 
gence enough to make such use of his voice. All 
of them would illustrate the story by rolling their 
eyes and flinging their arms about. . The effect 
that Salvini produced on this occasion by the sim- 
plicity of his play was prodigious.” These words, 
written by a dramatic critic who can speak with 
authority upon natural methods, and who is the 
most unconventional and cosmopolitan of French 
writers, are quoted appropriately at this time, and 
we are glad to say that they bear out what has 
more than once been stated here in our remarks 
npon Salvini’s performances. It is not alone his 
rigorous outbursts of emotion that give special 
value to his acting; it is the fine gradations of 
thought and feeling, the exquisite details of inci- 
dent, the balance maintained between what be- 
longs to the stage and what belongs to life that 
make his art so real and so creative, «=~ . u 
' The address to the council in ‘ Othello’—the 
play of last night—is a fine instance of Salvini’s 
power to deal naturally and without loss of dig- 
nity with a subject {that is commonly treated with 
absurd sententiousness. Of the general perform- 
ance little need be written now, for this was fully 
described when Saivini opened his Winter engage- 
ment at Booth’s Theatre. In a house so spacious’ 
asthe Academy of Music this actor is seen and 
heard with the best effect, for both his presence. 
and his voice: are suited to a large auditorium. 
Other actors would certainly be dwarfed by such a’ 
stage and such a house; but Salvini moves freely* 
andimpressively amid these surroundings, The vast 
strength y and * resonant ; music of . his ° voice.

THE PARK THEATRE. 

It is certainly not the fault of the managers 
tf Audran’s attractive comic opera, ‘* La Mascotte,” 
does not become familiar in a short time, now that 
it is played at two theatresin this City. Its first 
performance at the Park Theatre was given last 
evening to a large audience, which, like all first- 
night audiences, was inclined to be demonstrative 
and friendly. The general character of the work 
has already been described in Tue Times. Itisa 
bright and lively composition, which depends 
guite as much for its success on the individual 
abilities of the performers as on its intrinsic merits. 
It is quite as amusing as “ Olivette,” and is tune- 
ful, and contains some effective solos and ensemble 
numbers. It was well put upon the stage last night 
In many respects, the stage setting being ample 
and appropriate and the costumes fresh and costly. 
The chorus, however, seemed rather small in num- 
ber, and hardly equal to the demands of the occa- 
tion. The orchestra was full and competent. Miss 
Helen E. H. Carter as Bettina, the Mas- 
cotte, sings with commendable taste, and 
possesses a voice of considerable power and 
sweetness, but her tendency to over-act seriously 
mats the enjoyment of her performance. In the 
fiuo with Pippo in the first act she missed a great 
ppportunity to give character to the song, and 
though it.wes onee ancored, it failed to make the 


impression which was to be expected. Possibly the 
necessary excitement attendant on a first perform- 
ance and the changes in the cast had something to 
do with the lady’s lack of interest to her auditors. 
Miss Helen Grayson, whose name heads the title 
list of the management, was announced for the 
tenor part of Frederic, but, without explanation to 
the audience, Mr. Haydon Tilla appeared in the first 
act in that réie and substituted sweet smiles for 
singing. It was somewhat of a surprise, after 
the audience had reconciled themselves to 
this unfortunate condition of affairs, to find Miss 
Grayson onthe stageas Frederic in the second 
act. There was not, however, much alleviation of 
the suffering that had been caused by her substi- 
tute. The music is meant for a tenor, and in the 
hands of a lady whose knowledge of singing and 
acting are equally vague and absurdly amateurish, 
there was very little enjoyment to be obtained. 
Miss Lizzie Harold as Fiametta was successful in 
winning the favorof the audience, and Mr. Syd- 
ney Smith made a powerful effort to be amusing 
as the Prince by throwing himself about the stage 
in the highest :ow-comedy style, swearing pretty 
freely and otherwise comporting himself after the 
well-known manner of Princes. Mr. Seth M. 
Crane played the part of Pippo exceedingly well, 
and deserves mention for his good singing and 
general excellence. Mr. KE. Morris was announced 
on the programme in the réle of the Physician. but, 
as he is nota member of the company, his place 
was filled by an unknown genius. The minor parts 
were generally in good hands, and after a few more 
performances the representation will doubtless be 
improved in these respects, as wellas by the prin 
cipals.

‘Chairman of the meeting appointing the com- 
‘mittee, said to a Times ‘reporter last night 
;that » there was ‘every reason for the con- 
tinuance of the committee and none for its dissolu- 
:tion. Mr. Morris K. Jesup and Mr. Thatcher M. 
Adams, of the committee, declared the report pre- 
posterous. They averred that there was perfect 
‘unanimity of opinion among the members, and 
that disintegration had never been thought of. Mr. 
Jesup attributed the story of probable resignation 
to *‘ ward politicians with whom the wish is father 
to the thougeht.”” He added that this fabrication 
was ‘of a piece with much of the opposition which 
has been made to the efforts of the committee. It 
looks toward influence at Albany. It has been 
represented almost from the organization of our 
body that we have heen divided, but the truth is 
we have known nothing like serious difficulty 
among ourselves regarding anything, in any way, 
oratanytime. We have stood together, and we 
shall continue to stand together, politicians against 
us notwithstanding.” 

Mr. Adams was of the opinion that the rumor cf 
the committee’s dissolution had arisen from the 
fact that the members had concluded to abate ac- 
tive work at Albany. ‘* We have informed the Le- 
gislature,” he said, ‘‘what we want.

THE CARPENTER-HAMILTON STREET- 
CLEANING BILL. 

‘To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It is unfortunate that those gentlemen, the 
‘purity of whose motives it would be unjust to 
doubt, who are bent on obtaining extraordinary 
powers for Mayor Grace should have joined with 
certain Republican politicians, who do not usually 
lose sight of the spoils, in opposing the Carpenter- 
Hamilton bill. This street-cleaning bill is a sensi- 
ble, practical, non-partisan bill. It would give the 
two things the people, regardless of party, have 


decided upon as being necessary—namely, a 
separate department and a single responsible bead. 
In this bill the power of appointing a Street Com- 
missioner is vested in the Mayor, with the very 
slight,limit to the abuse of that power of requiring 
two members ot the Board of Health to agree to 
the nomination. The power of removal without 
triat or the necessity of showing cause is also 
vested inthe Mayor, but this is subject to the ap- 
prove of a majority of the Board of Health. 

he recessity of having two members of the 
Board of ealth concur in an appointment 
would be far more likely to prevent an abuse of 
the Mayor’s power than to interfere with a good 
appointment. If the Mayor keeps his promise of 
appointing Capt. Gorringe, the Board of Health 
have pub rf stated they would confirm him. The 
necessity of placing some limit to the Mayor’s 
power of removal was first suggested, as I have 
already stated in these columns, by one who in 
wisdom, probity, and knowledge of Municipal 
affairs is not excelled in this City. The details of 
the Carpenter-Hamilton bill and of the bill favored 
by the Committee of Twenty-one resemble each 
other so closely that there is practically no differ- 
ence between them. f 

The Committee of Twenty-one are now ae 
to have a separate department in accordance wit 
the Cooper Union resolutions, provided the Mayor 
can have unlimited powerin regard to appointing 
and removing the Street Commissioner. This is in 
reality yielding nothing. The whole point in the 
contest since the 18th of March has been whether 
the Mayor shail have limited or unlimited 
power. If the Mayor can appoint and 
remove the Commissioner at pleasure, he con- 
trols the department, for if one Commissioner re- 
fuses to obey orders another will speedily be 
found who will not refuse. The Mayor cannot be 
a responsible head. He can only reached at 
election time, and neither dishonesty nor in- 
efficiency is a bar to re-election in New-York. 
It should be remembered that after Tux Times 
had discovered and exposed the Ring frauds, and 
Boss Tweed was on bail awaiting trial, he was re- 
elected to the State Senate by the Democratic 
Party.

THE TRUSTEES OF THE METROPOLITAN MU- 


SEUM OF ART MEET AND IGNORE THE 
FEUARDENT CHARGES. 


‘The members of the corporation of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, including the princi- 
pal Trustees, held a meeting in the Museum build- 
ing yesterday, at which John Taylor Johnston, 
Henry G. Marquand, J. Q. A. Ward, Robert Hoe, 
dr., William E. Dodge, Jr., Prof. Charlier, Mr. But- 
ler, Rutherford Stuyvesant, Gen. L. Di Ces- 
vola, and W. C. Prime were present. John 
Taylor Johnston presided. What was known as 
the “ Cesnola ticket” for officers was unanimously 
elected. The officers are as follows: President— 


John Taylor Johnston; Vice-Presidents—William 
C. Prime and D. Huntington; Treasurer—F. W. 
Rhinelander; Secretary—L. P. Di Cesnola; Trustees 
for the term ending May, 1888—Henry G. Marquand, 
Richard M. Hunt, and Robert Gordon. The annual 
report, which was presented, shows that the 
visitors on pay days during the year numbered 
8,577, and the visitors on free days 1,191,796. A 
merchant has given the Museum $50,000 to form a 
permanent fund, the income to be expended in the 
form of technical schools for art. Classes in draw- 
ing and. design. modeling and carving, &c., have 
been established, and the Museum has received oil- 
paintings and various other gifts from friends. 
The Legislature has passed an_ act 
thorizing the expenditure of $240,000 by 
the Department of Public Parks, with the 
approval of the Trustees of the Museum. th» appro- 
priation being made in sums of $60,000 per annum, 
and the Dill is now awaiting the Governor’s signa- 
ture to become a law. 

Leading members of the corporation who were 
present say that not a single word was said at the 
meeting in reference to the serious charges against 
Gen. Di Cesnola of altering and otherwise tamper- 
ing with certain statues in the collection, and 
which have been made by Mr. Gaston L. Feuar- 
dent. The General, when questioned on the sub- 
ject after the meeting, said carelessly: ‘Oh! the 
Trustees take no stock in this thing.” He added 
that the authorities did not propose to open the 
Museum on Sunday.

THE MISSING SINGERS. 


M. DE BEAUPLAN TELLS HIS STORY OF THEIR 
DISAPPEARANCE. 


M. de Beauplan, manager of the opera com- 
pany of which Mme. Ambré and M. Tournié, the hero 
and heroine of the recent escapade, were members, 
has written a letter tothe Courrier des Etats Unis, 
in which he claims to give the true version of 
their disappearance. After observing that the 
time has come to correct’ the false reports 
in circulation, M. de Beauplan says that on 
Tuesday evening, after having exhausted every 
possible means to rescue the company from their 
awkward situation, five of the artists having de- 
clined to fulfill their engagements, he concluded to 
attempt no furthur arrangement, having neither 
the time nor the funds to undertake any further 
representations. Mme. Ambré and himself had 
already lost more than $80,000 during the sea- 
son, and it was no longer possible to obtain 
advances from Paris by telegraphing. Upon the 
advice of a friend, he accordingly decided to leave 
and requested M. Tournié to accompany Mme. 
Amobré toa hotel were he wasstaying. M. Tour- 
nié consented, and about 2 A. M. the two, accom- 
panied by a porter to attend to the baggage, 
sought M. Beauplan’ at his hotel, where M. 
Tournié was apprised that his wife had set 
the Police upon his track upon the pretext that 
he was going to abscond and that he was liable to 
be arrested at any moment. Exasperated at the 
situation and desirous of avoiding a ridiculous 
scandal M. Tournié, upon the advice of M. Beau- 
plan, decided to remain with his two friends and 
to return to Europe with them, and leave his 
wife to reflect upon a decision taken probably 
upon the advice of persons more jealous 
than sincere. M. Tournié hopes, adds the wri- 
ter, that his wife will profit from the lesson she has 
received, and he proposed to make honorable 
reparation to her husband on her arrival in France. 
M. Beauplan says he has always found M. Tournié 
to be a perfect gentleman. and trusts that his cor- 
rection of a foolish story fabricated by design- 
ing persons, will set the scandal at rest. 
The jetter published as coming from Mme. 
Ambré was, M. Beauplan avers, written at his dic- 
tation, and when the telegram dated from Mon- 
treal was published they had not yet left New- 
York, whence they sailed on Saturday morning. 
MM. Beauplan ends by declaring that all reports that 
he took away $20.000 with him are untrue, and that, 
although an artistic ‘success, the receipts have 
often been not more than $300 per night. 

The Courrier _also published a letter signed by 
Mlle. Delprato, Mmes. Fleury and Feitlenger, and 
Messrs. Utto. Jourdan, Feitlenger and M. Fleury, in 
which the amounts due them are specified, and the 
total liabiity computed at over $25,000. They speak 
rather slightingly of the promises of M. de Beau- 
— and the rendezvous he gives them at Paris,

‘yy Mr. M. V. B. Fowler, President of the Com- 
mercial Fire Insurance Company, died suddenly at 
his desk in the company’s office shortly before 
noon yesterday. Atthe time of his death he was 
about to open a meeting of the stockholders for 
the annual election of Directors. He was in his 
private office, in the rear of the main office, at No. 


157 Broadway, and two or three clerks who were. 
near him suddenly heard a gasping and rattling: 


sound. Turning around, they saw Mr. Fowler 
drooping in his chair. They ran to aid him, but he 
Was unconscious, and a physician was im- 
mediately summoned. Before the doctor ar- 
rived, r. Fowler was dead. His death 
is believed to have been caused by apoplexy. 
Mr. Fowler lived at Elizabeth, N. J., and when he 
came to the City yesterday morning with his son 
William, who is also in the service of the company, 
he appeared to be in the best of health and spirits. 
His remains were taken to his home in Elizabeth 
last evening. Mr. Fowler was born in 1814, at New- 
burg, in this State. He began the study of law at 
Columbia College, and remained there two years. 
He finished his studies at the University of the 
City of New-York, and was graduated from that 
institution in 1886, in the same class with Mr. John 
Taylor Johnston. Returning to Newburg, he en- 
tered a law office, and was soon afterward ad- 
mitted to practice at the Bar. After severel 
years spent in legal pursuits, he came to New-York 
and opened a commercial business. In 1850 he went 
to California, while the gold fever was at its 
height, and remained there two years, chiefly in 
the interest of his health. Coming back to the: 
Fast, he settled in New-Haven, Conn., but remained 
there only a short time, and then came to this City 
and embarked in the insurance business. In Sep- 
tember, 1855, he was elected Secretary of the Com- 
mercial Insurance Company. and in May, 1870, was 
chosen President of the.same corporation, which 
position he held continuously until his death. His 
surviving family consists of his widow and his son, 
William Fowler.

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PREPARING FOR FOUR BOATING 
CONTESTS THIS SEASON. 
RACES WITH YALE AND COLUMBIA—THE 

APPROACHING : CLASS RACE-—-MAKE-UP 

OF THE DIFFERENT CREWS AND THEIR 

PRACTICE. ’ 
. CaMBRIDGE, Mass., May 9.—Boating at Har- 
vard was never in a more prosperous condition than 
at the present time, and the four important races 
that have been arranged for the crews bear witness 
tothe enthusiasm which prevails in this depart- 
ment of athletics. In addition to the annual race 
with Yale, the race with Columbia will be 
an event for the university crew second 
only to the Yale race, and one that is 
sure to call forth their best efforts. Then the 
Freshmen will row the Columbia Freshmen at the 
scene of the ’varsity contest, which will be, without 
much doubt, at New-London, and last, though first 
in order of time, the four college classes have each 
an eight in training for the class race, which will 
be rowed over the Charles River one-and-seven- 
eighths-mile straightaway course on Saturday, May 
14, in the forenoon. First in order of time, it is 
also of the greatest immediate importance to Har- 
vard men in Cambridge and its vicinity; for not 
only have the four races which have, been rowed 
since racing in eights was adopted in the oo of 
1879 for the class races been close and spirited, as 
well as having been good exhibitions of rowing 
skill, but this year the ordinary expectation of an 
interesting race has been increased by the careful 
preparation undergone by the crews, who, more 
than ever before, are thought to be evenly matched. 
The three upper class crews began work as long 
ago as Jan. 1, and have followed the same 
course of training as that adopted by the 
university crew, except that a less number of 
strokes were pulled daily on the hydraulic rowing- 
machines as long as the gymnasium was used. The 
candidates for the Freshman crew, which is the 
crew that will meet the Columbia Freshmen, began 
to work asearly even as the Ist of November, 
and have practiced steadily, either in the gymna- 
sium, or on the river, ever since. 

All four of the crews have been carefully coached 
by ex-’varsity oarsmen through all the successive 
stages of their preparation—-on the hydraulics, in 
their barges, and, of late, in their paper shells. 
The following will be the make-up of the crews on 
May 14.

The Senior crew is composed of men whose row- 
ing experience is rarely equaled outside of a uni- 
versity boat, and, in fact, four of the crew—Atkin- 
son, Otis, Howard, and Freeland—were members 
of Harvard’s ’varsity last year.

Its shell was injured by the trip to New- 
London last year, and may impair their chances of 
geiting first place, but the members have the confi- 
dence of their classmates, and expect to 
do weil. The Freshmen, of course, are untried 
in boat-racing, but they are composed of men 
rather bigger and stronger than the average Fresh- 
‘man crew, and, though at a disadvantage with the 
other crews, yet they have been more thoroughly 
coached than perhaps ever was a Freshman crew 
at Harvard. ith these points in their favor, they 
ought not to be —_ beaten, to say the least. 

The class race will be rowed at noon, just after 
flood-tide. The Captain of the Union Boat Club 
of Boston will, as usual, act as referee. The 
prizes for the race will be a stand of colors for the 
winning crew and a cup to each one of its mem- 
bers. Inthe afternoon of the same day the Har- 
vard ball nine will play the Yale nine the first game 
of the annual series, go that, altogether, it will bea 
gala day for Harvard students. 


GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 
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PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—Several syndicates 


of bankers have made liberal offers to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company for the purchase of 
such portion of the stock authorized at the last 
annual meeting of the shareholders of the com- 
pany as shall remain on hand after the allotments 
to subscribers to the additional shares shall have 
been made.

Lovuisvritz, Ky., May 9.—The new Chicago and 
Indianapolis Air Line, which is reported to have 
consolidated with the Louisville, New-Albany and 
Chicago Railroad, connects at Bradford, White 
County, Ind., with the latter road, and thence goes 
direct to both Chicago and Indianapolis. Sixty or 
seventy miles of road are already in active opera- 
tion, and the remainder of the line is nearly all 
graded. The road from Bedford to Chicago, com- 
pleting the Louisville. New-Albany and Chicago 
through route, will be in operation by July 15. Tne 
through line, when completed, will be 25 miles 
shorter than any other line from Louisville to Chi- 
cago, and 20 miles shorter than any other route be- 
tween Chicago and Indianapolis. 

WasHINneTon, May 9.—Senator Hill, of Colorado, 
has been actively interesting himself to obtain 
from the Interior Department a more liberal in- 
terpretation of the act of 1875, which, while grant- 
ing to all duly incorporated railroad companies 
the right of way over the public lands, also author- 
izes them to take from the * adjacent public lands” 
such timber, stone, and other material as may be 
required for use in tne construction of their 
roads. A ruling by the department entirely ex- 
cludes railroads from the timber benefits of 
this act in cases where there is no timber 
immediately adjacent to their lines; and Senator 
Hill has represented to the department that a con- 
tinuance of this ruling would greatly impede the 

rogress of railroad building in nearly all the far 

Western States and Territories. Regarding this as 

a matter of vital importance to his own State, in 
which, at the present time, railroad building is 
specially active, he has had several consultations 
in regard to it with the Secretary of the Interior 
and the Commissioner of the General Land Oftice, 
and now thinks he is warranted in saying that the 
law will be so’ construed as to give railroad com- 
panies the right to obtain the timber necessary for 
construction pupae from the nearest public 
lands where suitable timber can be found. A writ- 
ten opinion on the subject will probably be promul- 
gated by the drpartment in a few days. 

Ricumonp, May 9.—Judge Robert Ould, Presi- 
dent of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac Railroad, will tender his resignation of that 
position to take effect June 1. The stockholders of 
that road have been called to meet here May 28. 
Judge Ould will then tender his resignation and his 
successor, it is understood, will be chosen. Mr. 
Moncure Robinson and Mr. Biddle. of Philadelphia, 
control a majority of the stock and have practicaliy 
the selection of its President. The retiring cfiicer 
was elected in April, 1879. Tke cause of his retire- 
ment is not announced. In addition to owning a con- 
trolling interest inthe Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac Road, Mr. Robinson is a large stock- 
holder in the Potomac Steam-boat Company. This 
company is now running its boats in connection 
with the road in opposition to the Baltimore and 
Potomac Railroad. When this arrangement was 
resolved to be carried into effect three years ago, 
Mr. John Robinson, the predecessor of Judge 
Ould, retired from the Presidency of the company, 
not being in accord with that scheme.

FUREIGN BUSINESS MATTERS. 


OCEAN CABLE RIVALRY—THE NEW. FRENCH 
TARIFF—GRAIN PROSPECTS. 
Lonpon, May 9.—B. H. Schroeder & Co., of 
Amsterdam, have failed. The firm is in good 
standing, and deal chiefly in sugar and cotton. 
Some of their losses fallon London houses. Their 
liabilities are estimated at upwards of £100,000. 


The cable construction steamer Faraday, which: 


has started to lay the shore ends of the new cable, 
has passed the Lizard, going westward. 

The Times says: “It is now stated that there is 
no chance of an arrangement between the rival 
Atlantic cable companies, and the prospect is that 
there will be competition at 1s. per word tariff.” 

A Paris correspondent says: ‘American ma- 
chinery, which, under the old tariff, paid from 18f. 
to 36f. duty, will now pay 6f., the same as English 
machinery. A large quantity is waiting at Havre 
to be entered under the new tariff.” 

The Mark-Lane Express, inits review of the Brit- 
ish grain trade during the past week, says: ‘‘ Wheat 
has but slightiy progressed, severe night frosts re- 
tarding it. Its appearance, however, remains 
healthy, and the crop prospects at present are fa- 
vorable. English wheats were sparingly offered, 
but, though they have greatly improved in condi- 
tion, it is impossible for them to compete with the 
ample supply of relatively cheaper foreign grain. 
The demand continues inactive, and values 
on Monday fell is, and on Friday a 
further shilling. The tone of the _provin- 
cial markets is in sympathy with that 
of London. Buyers everywhere are waiting fora 
reduction. Foreign arrivals were large, about one- 
third being from America. Fifty off-coast cargoes 
arrived, of which 14 were sold. The value of off- 
coast American has fallen 6d. Spot sales are diffi- 
cult, buyers requiring a reduction. In Mark-lane 
business has beennominal. The foreign breadstuff 
trade was generally stagnant, and values fell as in 
English breadstuffs, but buyers failed to respond. 
Floating cargoes are slightly reduced in bulk, half be- 
ing American. English flour wasin plentifulsupply. 
drooping, and difficult to sell on account of the in- 
creasing foreign supply. Foreign continues in 
buyers’ favor. Barley—Small offerings; values 
maintained; trade exceptionally slow; foreign un- 
changed. Oats in steady demand; rates generally 
improved; foreign slow and unchanged. Maize 
has entirely lost its stability; American on Friday 
was quoted at 25s.,ex ship. The sales of English 
wheat during the week were 36,712 quarters at 44s. 
9d., against 23,901 quarters at 46s. during the corre- 
sponding time last year.”’

BUSINESS RAPII\LY INCREASING 
ON EVERY HAND. 
YWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 

CHAMBER OF COMM}E‘\RCE—EXPORTsS AND 

IMPORTS OF THE SsTAPLES—A GOLD 

STANDARD RECOMME NDED. 
‘ The twenty-third ann wai report of the 
Chamber of Commerce has len presented to the 
consideration of the members. Its first part is de- 
‘voted to a review of the acticon of the institution 
during the year 1880; its secon d to the presentation 
of, a valuable lot of facts and statistics concerning 
the movement of the commerce of the Nation, 
State, and City, in each of its branches. The 
report goes on to state that the proposition to 
establish an industrial museum, in which may be 
presented samples obtained through the United 
States Consulates in the ;temote East, and by the 
shipmasters, is now 
under consideration by the «whamber. The consoli- 
ation of the two great telegraph lines of the 
ecauntry into a vast monopoly’ has been denounced 
by “the chamber, and the practice of watering 
istoc.ks of corporations perforniing public functions 
deelared reprehensible and one: that called for in- 
tert'erence by State legislation. In this connection 
4 wa\s declared to be the duty of the general Goy- 
ernmnt to inquire whether the telegraph cannot 
be operated by the Post Office Department 


in. a@* manner beneficial to the public. 
The question of railroad transportation, 
of such vital importance to commerce, has con- 
tinued to engross the thou;yht of the chamber, and 
will not be relinquished unt il a practical solution is 
fn some manner found. Resolutions have been 
adopted calling upon all gor xd citizens to unite in 
nn effort to reform the man \gement of these mod- 
ern highways, and declaring in favor of the passage 
ofa national law for the re gulation of inter-State 
commerce, and of a permane nt supervision of inter- 
State transportation by 4 n ational Board of Rail- 
road Coromissioners. The subject of railroads, 
their rights, and their grievances, has been 
febated in the chamber, and the opinion is 
well grounded that corporations shall not 
much longer be rmitited to over-ride 
the rights of individuals and communities. 
The highest practicable improvement and develop- 
ment of the Erie Canal is considered by the cham- 
ber indispensable, in view of the completion of the 
enlarged Welland Canal, if the prosperity and su- 
remacy of the State and Czty of New-York are to 
preserved. Of the trainine-school on board the 
St. Mary’s and its thriving condition, the report 
ves a flattering notice. The average numher of 
ys under daily instruction wras 105. The gradu- 
ating class numbered 46, nearly all of whom have 
found employment. Over 40 of the graduates of 
this school are now officers of vessels. The fund 
for the erection of a monument to Washington on 
the Sub-Treasury steps has been gradually accumu- 
lating, and more than half of the required $50,000 
has been pa‘din. The outlook for a new home for 
the chamber is regarded as discouraging, inas- 
much as the bill directing the sale of the old Post 
Office site in Nassau-street has not yet passed Con- 
gress. Should the question as to this particular 
ite be settled in favor of the chamber, a structure 
s promised that will be an ornament to the City 
nnd an accommodation in many ways to the mer- 
vantile community. 

Jn reviewing the imports of the year, the sugar 
trade is first consideved, the course of this staple 
being regarded asa sure indication of the general 
condition oftbe country. The consumption of 
sugar was 819,000 tons, as against 743,000 tons in 
1879. Of this —— Louisiana furnished 89,000 
tons, the remainder being drawn from foreign 
sources. If to this consumption be added that of 
sugars from beet-root and maple groves the total is 
swollen to 900,000 tons. New-York continues to be 
the chief port of receipt and distribution for this 
large trade, taking 570,000 tons against 506,000 tons 
the previous year. The notable feature in the 
course of the trade has been the steadiness in tho 
demand and the careful adjustment of the supply 
of the refined product, resujting in a remarkably 
even market, at prices which left a satisfactory 
margin of profit to both importer and refiner. The 
increased supply of the year has been chiefly 

rovided by Brazil and_the East Indies, the 
Tevortations from the West Indies showing a 
falling off. A new process sug:tr, made by an adul- 
teration of low-grade refined sugar with grape 
sugar or glucoxe, has made its appearance in large 
quantities during the year. Its color is equal to 
that of the best of coffee sugars and it fis not defi- 
nitely established that it contains deleterious sub- 
stances. Its saccharine peer however, are in- 
ferior to those of the product of cane sugar, and if 
sold under this guise it is certainly a fraudulent 
traffic. Its sale, the report adds, is profitable to 
the refiner, but it should not be made under the 
pbuse of a trade-mark. : 

The consumption of foreign molasses, owing to 
the falling off in the yield of the West India sugar 
crop, decreased from 34,500,000 gallons in 1879 to 
38,100,000 gallons in 1880. The crops of Louisiana 
and Texas yielded 12,000,000 galians, making the 
total consumption for the year about 45,000,000 gal- 
lons. The trade, like that of sugar, has been prof- 
\table. The history of the coffee trade for 1880 will 
be ever memorable for the lesson it has taught of 
the danger of attempting to force up the price ofa 
great staple by monopolizing the supplies. Con- 
sumption, however, was not seriously disturbed by 
the speculation, the totalamount being 176,000 tons, 
against 184,000 tons in 1879, a decrease of about 44% 
ber cent. The share of New-York was 123,000 tons. 
The decrease in the receipts was from Brazil, the 

Test Indies, Mexico, and Holland, while the im- 

ortations from Java and Sumatra show a large 

nerease. The tea trade of the year was especially 
nuprofitable to those directly engaged in the im- 
portation of China teas. The unprecedented fig- 
ures of 3,000,000 pieces were reached in the importa- 
tion of foreign hides, exclusive of Calcutta hides, 
or an excess of 900,000 over the figures of 1879. The 
wine and liquor trade was remarkable for its pros- 
perity and the few disasters reported. 

Concerning the exports of this country, the re- 
port says that cotton continues to be the most im- 
portant in value. The crop for the year ending 
Sept. 1 reached the enormous figure of 5,757,397 
pales, an increase of nearly 700,000 bales over that 
of 1879. Of this quantity, 3,865,621 bales were ex- 
ported and 1,624,805 were taken by American spin- 
ners. New-York and Baltimore are the only two 
sea-board cities which notably increased their ex- 
ports of this staple. The export of American cot- 
ton manufactures has slightly decreased. The en- 
tire value of grains exported was $288,000.000, 

gainst $208,000,000 the year previous. The fres 
Peet shipments from New-York have increased 
from 44,000,000 pounds to nearly 61,000,000 pounds 
In 1880. The entire value of the provision ex- 
ports from all ports of the United States was $61,- 
000,000, against a value last year of $58,000,000. 
Of live animals nearly 500,000 were exported, 
valued at nearly $16,000,000. Of this trade New- 
York had over $7,000,000. The value of the entire 
export of lard was nearly $28,000,000, an increase 
of $5,000,000 over the previous year. Noticeable 
also is the export from New-York of oysters to the 
value of $400,000, out of a total exportation valued 
at $550,000. Of the entire provision trade, exclu- 
give of animals, of $128,000,000 value exported, 
New-York sent $91,000,000. The shipments of crude 
and refined petroleum were 8,000,000 barrels against 
}10,000,000 barrels in 1879. The production seems to 
he in excess of the demand about 20,000 barrels per 
diem. The tide of immigration brought to this 
country during the year 457,257 persons, of whom 
$27,371 were landed at this port. Of the latter 
104,000 were from Germany, 66,000 from Ireland, 
35,000 from Sweden, and 34.000 from England. 

A trade summary for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1880, shows that the total value of foreign im- 

orts, including specie and bullion, amounted to 
Be 50,989.058, against $466,073,775 of the preceding 
year. The exports for the same period, including 

specie and bullion, amounted to $833,294,246, 
against $717,093,777 of the previous year. A simi- 
lar summary for the calendar year shows that the 

Imports amounted to $696,805,867, against $513,- 

502,796 of the year previous. For the same period 

the exports amounted to $889,680,149, against $765.- 

159,825 of 1879. showing an increase of $124,520,324. 

The total trade of New-York, imports and exports 

of mercha: _ and the precious metals, amounted 

to $964,579,875, an increase of $169.344,143 over the 
figures of the previous year. e amount of gold 
and silver in this country Jan. 1, 1881, was $572, 

879,021, the largest sum ever reported in the history 

of the finances of the United States. 

Of the Monetary Conference the report says: 
“If the conference will agree upon a gold coin, to 
be struck of equal weight and fineness in each 
rountry, and bear the mark thereof on its face, 
whether a sovereign or a napoleon or a half-eagie, 
the necessity of recoinage will be avoided and the 
interest of commerce wisely served. Beyond this 
legislation cannot safely go, and we trust that our 
representatives at the conference will hold fast to 
the traditions of our best financiers in favor ofa 
single standard, and that gold.”

JOHN R. OAMP ON TRIAL.

THE ALLEGED ASSAULT ON MISS NELLIE 
CUNNINGHAM. 

John R. Camp, assistant sexton of St. 
Bartholomew's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Forty-fourth-street and Madison-avenue, who was 
arrested as one of the principals in the alleged 
gagging and binding of Miss Nellie Cunningham, 
was brought to trial by Assistant District Attorney 
Phelps, in the General Sessions Court, yesterday. 
The occurrence took place on Saturday, March 26, 
and, by reason of the peculiar atrocity said to have 
characterized the outrage, created general excite- 
ment. On the day in question Miss Cunningham, 
who is a cousin of the wife of Mr. Thomas F. Egan, 
& printer, living at No. 726 Third-avenue, was alone 


in the apartments of her relatives. She had gone 
down stairs about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
as she states, to ascertain the time, and 
on her return locked all the doors. As she 
was comeee in fixing her hair she received a blow 
on the left temple and fell unconscious to the floor. 
On recovering . consciousness, she was being 
dragged by two men. one of whom she swears was 
Camp, toward a bed-room door. Changing their 
tactics, they struck her with a piece of wood on 
the head and body, and placed her in a rocking- 
chair. Camp then held her by the throat while his 
companion went into the hallway and procured a 
roll of clothes-line, with which he bound her se- 
curely, winding it several times around her neck, 
across her arms, and downto her feet. After bind- 
ing her tightly, they fastened the end of the cord 
toa sowing-machine. One of the men, she says, 
drew a large knife from his pocket and threatened 
to stab her—first, if she made any outcry, and, sec- 
ondly, umiess she told them where Egan’s money 
was concealed. Miss Cunningham told them 
there was no money in the house, and not- 
withstanding the threats of her assailants, 
shouted for help. On hearing her screams 
the men rushed from the apartments and escaped. 
The other occupants of the house, hearing her 
outcry, rushed to the rescue and knocked at the 
door, but the girl, having again become uncon- 
scious, was unable to respond. Mr. Egan was then 
sent for, and on bursting open the door found Miss 
Cunningham bound hand and foot and covered 
with bruises. She remained unconscious for nearly 
30 hours after being discovered, and on regaining 
consciousness was speechless, but by means of 
signs described one of her assailants. Camp, who 
boarded only two doors away, was arrested, and 
on being able to appear in court Miss Cunningham 
positively identified him. She and her relatives 
also charged that Camp had in the January pre- 
vious entered the apartments of Egan and was 
about to carry off some property when discov- 
ered. After her appearance in court Miss Cun- 
ningham again lost her speech, and for sev- 
eral weeks remained in a_half-dazed 
condition, suffering from the injuries she 
had received. Camp was held for trial on the 
charge of breaking into Ezan’s apartments, and an 
indictment for burglary in the second degree was 
found against him. ° 

The facts for the prosecution were testified to 
yesterday by Miss Cunningham, the complainant. 
whose testimony differed somewhat from that 
given before the Police magistrate. About the 
main facts, however, she was perfectly clear, and 
was positive in her identification of Camp. Thomas 
F. Egan, who found the complainant in the condi- 
tion described; Mrs. Gardiner, one of the inmates 
of the house who heard her alarm, and Sergt. Pick- 
ett and Officer Moloney, of the Nineteenth Precinct, 
who arrested Camp, also testified, and Assistant 
District Attorney Phelps closed the case for the 
prosecution. Mr. James D. McClelland, who is 
counsel for the prisoner, will open the case for the 
defense to-day. The defense will be an alibi—that 
at the time of the alleged outrage Camp was at- 
tending to his duties in St. Bartholomew’s Church. 
Among those in court during the proceedings was 
the Rev. Dr. Cooke, Rector of St. Bartholomew’s, 
who will be a witness for the accused. The defense, 
in their cross-examination of the complainant, 
sought to insinuate that Miss Cunningham had been 
actuated by a spirit of jealousy toward Camp be- 
cause of his attentions to a young girl named 


Annie Byrnes.

AWARDS TO AMERICAN EXHIBITORS AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL FISHERY EXHIBITION.

THE TELEGRAPH LITIGATION. 
——@-———— 
INJUNCTION CONTINUED IN MR. HATCH’S SUIT 
AGAINST THE WESTERN UNION. 

Judge Speir, in the Superior Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, granted the motion to continue 
the injunction in the suit of Rufus Hatch against 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, its Direc- 
tors individually, and the Union Trust Company 
until the trial of the action. At the same time he 
denied the motion to vacate the injunction granted 
by Chief-Justice Sedgwick in the suit of William 
S. Williams against thesame defendants. Respect- 
ing the alleged violation of the latter injunction, 
he held that the defendants had, under the advice 


of counsel, committed a technical infraction of the 
Chief-Justice’s order. This infraction, however, 
he considered, worked no real harm to the plaintiff, 
Williams, but merely induced him to move for the 
paene of the defendants for contempt. He 

herefore ordered the defendants to pay to 
the plaintiff or his counsel. 

The injunctions now continued in operation in 
the Hatch and Williams suits are for one purpose— 
to restrain the Western Union Company from issu- 
ing $15,526,590 of its increased capital stock to its 
present stockholders on account of dividends 
which those stockholders would have received if 
the surplus earnings of the company since 1866 had 
not been invested in real and personal property. 
Tey also restrain the Union Trust Company and 
the Western Union’s Directors from assisting in 
the distribution of such a stock dividend. Im- 
mediately after Chief-Justice Sedgwick made his 
injunction order, the Western Union Company, 
acting under the advice of counsel, is- 
sued to its stockholdérs, through the Union 
Trust Company, certificates of indebtedness in 
lieu of the shares of stock which it was restrained 
from issuing. This proceeding was the ground of 
the motion to punish the defendants for contempt. 
In his opinion, Judge Speirsays: ‘*The Directors 
of the Western Union Company seem to have been 
advised, and therefore determined, to create this 
stock of over $15,000,000, and divide it among its 
—— stockholders, without any consideration 
oritsissue. If there be no subscription made, 
or money or other’ consideration paid, 
or agreed to be paid, such _ stock, 
in my ge ree has no _ foundation to 
rest upon. It does not exist, andas suchin law 
has not the characteristics of property. Capital 
stock, in any legal sense, can only be created by 
contract, whether it be by subscription or any 
other mode. * * * Now, the Directors say this 
stock is given to the holders of its present shares 
to represent its investment of earnings in the pur- 
chase and equipment of additional lines and gen- 
eral plant since the Ist day of July, 1866. It is not 
stated or pretended that the stockholders of 
the company gave a dollar for its issue, nor 
can it be claimed that the additions which* 
had been gathered for 15 years Me 4 any 
construction of the alleged agreements, or by any 
intendment of law,. formed any consideration 
whataver for issuing this stock to be distributed as 
say tee These accumulations already belonged 
to the corporation as existing assets, no dividend 
having been declared on them. No increased 
value was given to these properties by a declara- 
tion that $15,000,000 of unpaid stock had been issued. 
* * * The law absolutely forbids the Directors 
of the company to divide or in any way pay to 
the stockholders any part of the capital stock. 
Here the Directors have undertaken to divide 
and pay stock unlawfully issued to their stockhold- 
ers. If the issuing of lawful stock is forbidden to 
be divided and paid to stockholders, what can be 
said in justification of issuing stock without any 
consideration, and dividing and paying it away? 
This act was clearly ultra vires, and, under the law 
and the decisions, cannot be ratified by the stock- 
holders, even though all had, expressly and with 
full knowledge, assented or acquiesced in it.” 
Judge Speir next points out what he considers the 
fundamental error of the defendants, as shown 
by their answers in the suits. This, he 
says, is in the allegations that if the surplus earn- 
ings had been divided among its stockholders, the 
Western Union would have hadto borrow money 
to make purchases, and that the effect of dividing 
stock now would be the same as if the cash had 
been paid out, and then invested in stock, by the 
persons who received it. ‘‘Is it possible,’’ says 
Judge Spier, ‘that a man who has a right to earn- 
ings can, of law, be forced to take his earnings in 
capital? Can a shareholder be forced to subscribe 
to capital? Ought the law to force him to believe 
or perceive that to give him capital is equivalent to 
his having had cash in the past? So far from the 
defense thus stated in the answer being sound it 
seems as if its terms pointed to an irremediable de- 
feat ae the proceedings proposed by the agree- 
ments.’ 

The motion made on Friday last, in Superior 
Court, Special Term, on the part of William 8. Wil- 
liams to defer the trial of his suit against the West- 
ern Union until the next term of the court was de- 
nied by Judge Truax yesterday. The case was 
called yesterday morning, and Mr. Robert Sewell 
renewed, without success, his effort to obtain the 
adjournment. The trial was then set down for to- 
day. In view of this fact, it is unlikely that the de- 
fendants will appeal from the decisions rendered 
by Judge Speir yesterday.

COLUMBIA’S NEW PROFESSORSHIP. 
> 
PROF. W. BR. WAKE, OF BOSTON, TO TEACH 
ARCHITECTURE, 

For a year past the Trustees of Columbia 
College have had under consideration the project 
of adding architecture to the course of studies pur- 
sued at the institution. It was at first proposed to 
establish a separate school for instruction in this 
study, but finally the Trustees decided it to be to 
the best interests of the college to establish a new 
Professorship simply, and make architecture one 
of the regular studies of the School of Mines cur- 


riculum. When this conclusion was reached, the 
Trustees, in voting for a Professor for the new po- 
sition, elected . R. Ware, of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, at Boston. 
The gentleman received official notification 
of his election in the early part of 
April, and recently wrote his acceptance. 
Prof. Barnard, President of the college, said last 
evening that no definite plan of study had as yet 
been adopted in the new branch of study. Hehad 
written to Prof. Ware, he said, and expected a 
reply ina few days mapping out a system of in- 
struction to be followed under his tuition. Prof. 
Ware, he said, is about 50 years of age, a distin- 
ished professional architect, and a very success- 
ul instructor in that branch of study. He had had 
charge of the department of architecture in the 
Boston institution, where he had established a sys- 
tem of instruction of hisown which had been sig- 
nally successful. The new department of study 
will go into operation on Oct. 1, when Prof. Ware 
will formally enter upon the discharge of his duties. 
It is reported that Prof. Ware’s removal from the 
Boston institution is much regretted, alike by the 
students and the authorities in charge. While ful- 
filling his duties as instructor in Boston he also fol- 
lowed his professional agree 2 It isexpected, how- 
ever, that he will be able to devote his whole atten- 
tion to instruction when he assumes charge of the 
department in Columbia College. The salary of the 
Professorship has been fixed by the Trustees at 
$5,000 a year,

MORAN’S WRITS DISMISSED. 

John J. Moran, who is charged With perjury 
in haying sworn in the course of the trial of the 
Police Commissioners, before Mayor Grace, that 
a man named Edward Lord drew pay from the

JACOB STEINER’S WILL. 


ACCUSATIONS THAT IT WAS FORGED 
THREE ARRESTS MADE. 

Among the prisoners arraigned in Judge 
Garretson’s court, on Jersey City Heights, yester- 
day, were Christian Kleene ard Gottfried and Mag- 
dalena Pfeiffer. They are charged with having 
conspired to utter a forged will purporting to have 
been signed by Jacob Steiner. Kleene was ar- 
raigned on an additional bill charging him with 


having forged the will. and on a third bill charging 
him with having sworn falsely, when the will was 
offered for probate, that he had seen Steiner sign 
it. The Pfeiffers kept a saloon and a boarding- 
house in West Hoboken. Kleene had boarded with 
them for many years. Another man who had long 
lived in their house was Conrad Joos, a car driver. 
In the Summer of 1880, Joos secured for Jacob 
Steiner, a Swiss, a situation as driver on the same 
line of cars on which he was himself employed, 
and Steiner became an inmate of the Pteiffer’s 
household. Before he had begun his new service 
he was taken sick. His symptoms became so seri- 
ous that the physicians abandoned all hope 
of his recovery. The Pfeiffers had learned 
that he was possessed of some’ means. 
Besides $2,600 he had on deposit in the Williams- 
burg Savings Bank, of ps ire he was in daily 
expectation of a remittance of some 40,000 francs 
from the estate of a recently deceasea relative in 
Switzerland. When it was seen that he could not 
survive many hours, Justice Buchens was sum- 
moned to the house and instructed to draw a will 
for him. He was bolstered up in bed after the doc- 
ument had been drawn, and a pen was placed in his 
hands that he might sign it. He had just pointed 
the pen against the blank left for his signature 
when he fell back lifeless on his par. Some 
weeks afterward the Pfeiffers offered for probate a 
will bearing Steiner’s signature, by which he be- 
queathed all his pronersy. with the exception of 
one or two trifling bequests, to Mrs. Pfeiffer. 
Christian Kleene was the'subscribing witness, 
and on his oath that he had_ seen Steiner 
sign it the will was admitted to probate. 
Gottfreid Pfeiffer was the Executor named in the 
paper, and, armed with the bev rages’! papers from 
the Surrogate’s office, he went to Brooklyn and 
withdrew from the bank the $2,600 Steiner had left 
on deposit there. Kieene was on the point of sail- 
ing for Switzerland to secure the inheritance there 
when he was arrested. Joos, who is said to have 
been cognizant of all the facts, afterward went be- 
fore Justice Thomas Aldridge and alleged that the 
will that had been probated wasa forgery. At the 
solicitation of parties in Brooklyn, to whom Steiner 
is said to have willed his estate, Joos made formal 
complaint against the Pfeiffers and Kleene, and 
they were arrested. Yesterday Judge Garretson 
required the Pfeiffers to give bail in $5,000 each, 
and Kleene in $7,500. Mrs. Pfeiffer alone was able 
to secure a bondsman, and she was released. Her 
= and Kleene were sent back to jail to await 
trial.
